Carefulness, prudence, moderation, are 
the mainsprings of their action, “The 
accumulation of small advantages’ is 
what they alm at, a little pressure 
here, a little pressure there, until the 
opponent's line is weakened. Ruskin, 
who loved the game, inveighed strong- 
ly against the new style of play when 
it first crew popular. He called it pet- 
ty and dull and fancy stifling and said 
in effect, as another of his countrymen 
puts it: 

“Nay, I would rather be 
The fool who for some momentary bliss 
Spurns all he was, all that he hopes to be.“ 

Of the old style Morphy Is the great 
exemplar — brilliant, impetuous, dash- 
ing; of the new style, Lasker.—Baltl- 
more News.

WONDERFUL INDIAN RUGS. 


Artistic Specimens Woven by Skill- 
ful New Mexico Red Men, 
Along the valley of the Rio Grande 
in New Mexico are several settiements 
in which. the. Pueblos still practice 
their art of blanket weaving, which, if 
we except agricoltard and stealing, 
are, with pottery making, thelr chief 
remaining occupations. Their methods 
of weaving show the effect of their as- 
sociation with the native Mexicans, 
since they differ entirely from the 
methods of the Navajoes, resembling 
more those of the weavers in the in- 
terior of Mexico. The Navajoes weave 
their blankets on an upright frame, 
whereas the Pueblos’ loom is a huge 
and cumbersome affair that to a cas- 
ual observer might readily be taken 
for the framework of a little hut. The 
weaver does his work standing im this 
loom, often two weavers working side 
by side. With the Navajoes the women 
do all the weaving, but the higher civi- 
lization of the Pueblos ls shown by the 
fact that the men not only weave the 
rugs, but prepare, clean and spin the 
wool. The natives use only a high 
grade of native wool for their blankets 
and rugs, cut from the sheep or An- 
gora goat. The first process in prepar- 
ing the wool is to wash and cleanse it, 
removing all natural grease and dirt. 
This is done by hand, with the ald of 
the “soap weed” root, until the wool 
is as pure and clean as though it had 
come fresh from a scouring mill, 
Following the washing and drying 
comes the carding. A crude handmade 
carder is used, consisting of a rough 
piece of wood some nine inches square, 
covered with rawhide and prepared for 
its work by numerous nails driven in 
and covering one side. These pull and 
comb the wool until it is ready for 
spinning. After spinning, it then goes 
to be dyed with those fast colors pecul- 
far to Indian workmanship. As a 
study of the “handmade” these rugs 
are interesting, for surely nothing could 
be more entirely handmade, from start 
to finish. The Indians do not hurry in 
thelr rugmaking. Time is of little ob- 
ject to them. An Indian rug of heavy 
weave will outlast the life of an aver- 
age man and is often so closely woven 
as to hold water. Many a cowboy, 
hard pressed for a bucket, has watered 
his horse from his Indian blanket. A 
Weaver will spend days sometimes on 
a single rug. Many of their patterns 
and designs require twenty or thirty 
changes in the running of a single 
thread across the rug, and for each of 
these changes there must be a change 
in the shuttle used. In such cases the 
work becomes tedious, Pueblo rugs 
bring good prices, and the humble 
weaver with few wants and luxuries 
lives a comfortable, peaceful life in his 
little adobe dwelling,—Housekeeper.

DELAWARE SENATORS ELECTED. 

The Union Republicans and Regular 
Republicans united on Monday and 
elected to the United States Senate, Mr. 
J. F. Allee for the long term and Dr. 
L. H. Ball for the short. This con- 
cludes one of the most extraordinary 
and extended political contests in the 
history of our government. J. Eå- 
ward Addicks has been apparently set 
aside fora while at least, ss he was 
compelled to withdraw from the fight. 
The finale in the Dover situation is so- 
credited to the interference and pres- 
sure ef the Republican National Man- 
agement which has long heen bringing 
strong influence to bear to break the 
deadlock and give their party two 
more senators at Washington. 

For fourteen years Mr. Addicks has 
been a candidate for the United States 
Benate. In 1804 he elected six out of 
the nineteen Republican members of 
the Delaware Legislature. In 1806 he 
controlled the Republican State Con- 
vention, but the national convention 
refused him recognition. In 1808 the 
Republicans elected a majority of the 
Legisiature, but Mr. Addicks could not 
control enough votes to secure his elec- 
tion. In 1900, and again in 1903, the 
Republicans were in the majority in 
the Legislature, but enough of them 
were opposed to Mr. Addicks’ candi- 
dacy to prevent bis election. 

Recently Mr. Addicke asserted that 
he was in the fight as long ashe liv- 
d.. He says be will be elected two 
years hence and disclaims any present 
intention of seeking appointment as 
Benator through Alleo's resignation , 


REPUBLICAN’S LIST OF TRUSTS. 


It will be difficult for the Republi- 
oana to run away from the trust issue 
ia future, orto deny, as did Senator 
Hanna in 1000, that there are any 
trusts. One of their leading Congress- 
men, Hon” Chas. E Littlefield, of 
Maine, whom the administrator last 


fm the Congressional Record a “list of 
trust - not corporations simply, but 
real trasts—which fills more than six 
pages of the Congressional Record. He 
says of this list that it “contains the 
grand total of nearly 800 trusts, with a 
total capitalization’ of nearly fourteen 
billions, These totals are fully 88 per 
dent. larger than those of any other 
list hitherto published.“ 

This list put in the shade any list 
published by the Democrats or in any 
almanac or year book. It must make 
Senator Hanna’s hair curl tosee this 
list put into the Record by a great 
Republican. Had the list included 
railroads, practically allof which are 
now merged so that they do not com- 
pete with each other, about $11,000,000,- 
000 more of capital would have been 
added, making a total of 98, 000, 000, 000 
of capital in trusts and monopolies, 

As the total wealth of this country is 
about $90,000,000,000 and as about two- 
thirds of all isin real estate improve- 
ments, and farm animals, implements 
and products, it is evident that the 
trusts have nearly completed their 
work, so far as the manufacturing and 
the natural monopoly industries are 
concerned. Hereafter they must turn 
to the farms, the water and the air, if 
the trusts wish “new worlds to con: 
quer.” 

We now understand why the cost of 
living is going up and is greater than 
ever before at this season of the year— 
according to Dunn’s index number” 
of commodity prices for February 1. 
The trusts are gradually putting on 
the pressure and giving usall we will 
stand. They have the power and could 
screw prices up higher but they prefer 
to proceed cautiously and judiciously. 
Give them time and they will squeeze 
the last dollar out of us and have us 
mortgaged so heavily that our children 
—if they submit as meekly and supine- 
ly as we do—will be hopelessly bonded 
and compelled to pay tribute to the 
trusts which will own all om, above and 
below the surface of the earth. 

We do not needa field glass to see 
that Littlefield’s 800 trusts hang like 
an ominous cloud on our political and 
industrial horizon. 


Shots From The Study. 

We have fired many a ball from the 
pulpit against evil; but today our gun 
is almed from the study. It is our 
determination to land a bullet or two 
among the bottles and glasses that make 
drunkards, using our space in the Her 
ald for that purpose entirely on our own 
responsibility. 

But there comes an indignant protest 
from the lips of those wbo deal in the 
contents of those saine bottles and 
glasses, Wo are warned that our weap- 
on is pointed at a legal business; and 
that we have no right to battle with a 
trade that is shielded by the sanction of 
law. 

The firet part of that warning is true. 
Alas! that itis true. But as to our 
right in the matter there cannot be 
even the shadow of a question, Human 
laws are by no means infallible, for 
they do not all come from an infallible 
source. No law w worth the paper on 
which it is printed that does not derive 
its inspiration from God. Therefore, 
as a servant of God, if we finda human 
law that is at variance with divine law 
we have s perfect richt to fire inte it 
as many charges sa we please. It is 
never wrong to do what le right. Never 
is it right todo what is wrong. The 
principle in thoss two sentences is the 
same. It le a principle that has upon 
it the gilding of divinity. Within it is 
God. 

Besides that, it often happens that 
hose who have the most concern for 
the preservation of the integrity of laws 
are the very ones who seristed in the 
birth of the laws that they so strenuous- 
ly uphold. If not that, then they are 
deeply interested in keeping them from 
being repealed. Outside interference 
with law in such cases is denied be 
cause it isan attempt atthe wrecking 
of selfishness. 

But we admit the argument that a 
license to sell liquor, duly executed, 
gives one the privilege to engage in 
that kind of a business, if the word 
business can be properly applied to the 
indiscriminate sale of polson, our idea 
being that the term business is here 
plainly a misnomer: There is something 
higher, however, than the mere legal 
aspect of the thing. Many courses of 
conduct there are that stand open to 
one’s feet, but Which he cannot enter 
without causing harm. We mey have 
the legal right to do certain acts, but 
no moral right te do them. Moral laws 
take precedence of al! other laws. These 
belong to royalty; the others are peas: 
ants. 

On this broad foundation of prinol- 
ple we base the question, Is it fitting 
for any one to pursue s calling in life, 
lawful though it may be in an earthly 
sense, that he knows to be positively 
hurtful to himself and his fellow-men? 
Has any one the right to do that which 
hardens his own conscience and destroys 
the bodies and souls of others? If +0, 
then we withdraw the load from our 
gun and stand the weapon in silence in 
some corner out of the way; and we 
will lot it remain there until ite ham- 
mer grows rigid with rust. But the 


» | questions we have proposed cannot be 


answered in the affirmative; so we shall 
keep our gun primed and use it as often 
as occasion requires, 

Bach is one shot. At will be noticed 
that it is not directed against men as 
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existing evil. We wage it for the sake 

of the principle involved. 
Another shot that we fire is that the 

so-called business of selling liquor as a 


is as clear as sunlight on an unclouded 
day. There can be no such thing as 
evading it It is unmistakably and 
undeniably true that the one who 
passes over to another that which 
causes him to beat his wife and abute 
his children, or ruin his home, or 
commit suicide, or do murder, is large- 
ly responsible for these and all other 
crimes that follow the drinking of that 
which he put into the hand of the 
criminal. Human law may not.so hold 
him accountable. Indeed, it cannot 
consistently do so, when it protects him 
by his seal upon his trade in ardent 
spirite. But the law of God does not 
absolve him from complicity with the 
drunkard. According to that stern 
law he has a partnership in every deed 
of violence that springs from the drink 
purchased st his establishment. The 
law drives its wagon to the door of the 
saloon and unloads there all the ills 
that had their origin in strong drink. 

But there are other doors at which 
that kind of freight is discharged. 
Those who make laws for the encour- 
agement and support of the sale of 
rum, those who place such lawmakers 
in office, the man that leases his prop- 
erty for the prosecution of eo unholy a 
trade, those who sign applications for 
the såtling ang maintenance of bars, 
and those who in any way whatever 
countenance the dispensing of liquor as 
a ministrant to depraved appetite, all 
have their share in the terrible respon- 
sibility that comes into being through 
the habit of using intoxicants. These 
various classes all join hands and stand 
together in a circle of fearful account- 
ability before God. When the public 
conscience is aroused to that weighty 
fact there will dawn a better day for 
this drunken world of ours. 

But do we exclude the drunkard 
himself from responsibility? Not at all. 
Victim that he is to bondage, yet it is a 
self-provoked bondage. He delibera- 
tely chose the chains in which he is so 
strongly wound. But while he will be 
dealt with for his own personal sin, we 
cannot help but cry out, Woe to those 
who gave him an inheritance for drink, 
or who tempted him to acquire bis ap- 
petite, or who made it easy for him to 
be led astray! 

When we see this evil inthe home, 
in the streets, in the daily affairs of 
life, we cannot be restrained from firing 
into it, Would that every parent 
would enforce prohibition in the 
family! Would that every pulpit 
would hoist the storm-signals of judg- 
ment to come upon this ancient and 
awful curse! Would that every indi- 
vidual soul would stay itself upon the 
practice of total abstinence! 

Itis hard, however, to move men 
when they are intrenched by selfish- 
ness. Money is the breastwork behind 
which this evil is fortified. Make the 
salo of alcoholic drams an unprofitable 
business, and it would die of inanition. 
The beautiful philanthropy that those 
claim to have who engage in that busi- 
ness would burst like an iridescent 
bubble under the breath of the wind. 
“The love of money”, sayeth) Scrip 
ture, ie the rootof all evil". In this 
instance it is the whole tree! But 
another Scripture says, ‘Woe. unto 
him that giveth his neighbor drink, 
that putteth thy bottle to him, and 
makeas him drunken also!”

emulsion except to peach trees, but in 
every case 40 per cent and higher per- 
centages caused serious injury fo Eu- 
ropean plum trees and to apple trees 
when the emulsion was applied during 
the fall or winter. Early spring ap- 
plications of the 40 per cent emulsion 
did not injure apple trees. Pear and 
cherry trees were not harmed by the 
emulsion or undiluted petroleum even 
when applied during the fall or winter. 

The experiments to ascertain the per- 
centage of petroleum required to kill 
the hibernating scales also gave uni- 
form results. The 25 per cent emul- 
sion failed to affect the scales material- 
ly, while the 40 per cent and higher 
percentages killed them in every in- 
stance. 


it 


Taken as a whole, these experiments 
indicate the following: 

First.—Vigorous trees are probably 
less lia ble to injury by crude petroleum 
than weak ones. 

Becond.—Peach and plum trees are 
more sensitive to crude petroleum than 
apples, cherries or pears. 

Third.—There is less danger of injury 
if trees are sprayed in early spring 
than during the fall or winter. 

Fourth.—The 25 per cent emulsion of 
crude petroleum and water cannot be 
depended upon to kill the hibernating 
scales in the latitude of western New 
York, while the 40 per cent bas proved 
efficient. 

Fifth.—Much pains should be taken 
to avold overdrenching the trees. Only 
enough of the emulsion should be ap- 
plied to wet the bark evenly and thor- 
oughly.

French experimenter, in the effort to 
improve upon this condition, bas pro- 
duced a full new hybrid, a cross of 
poppy bracteatum with poppy pllotum,

The flowers of the new hybrid are 
equally large with those-of the familiar 
favorite variety, and it is chiefly re 
markable for the increased number of 
stems and dowers to a plant, which ex- 
tends its season of bloom.

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


, By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 
Paster of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, March 1.— In this sermon 
the preacher gives striking modern ap- 
plication to the parable of the wedding 
feast and the varied excuses sent by 
those who absented themselves, bat 

| who desired to conceal the real reason. 
| The text is Luke xiv, 18, “And they all 
| with one consent began to make ex- 
| cuse,” 
| It is comparatively seldom that men 
are convinced by argument. In every 
| period the great discoverer or philoso- 
pher, howsoever irrefutable his argu- 
| ments, has been treated with incredul- 
ity and sometimes with ridicule. The 
little children used to point their fin- 
gers to their foreheads when the Genoa 
sea captain passed by, and all Europe 
called Columbus crazy because he be- 
lieved in circumnavigation. Up to 
Kepler's time this world was supposed 
to be a great aulmal, the wind its 
breath, the sulphur and mineral veins 
its ulcers, the eruption and volcanic 
pulsations its coughings. Galilei had 
to publicly renounce the theory which 
he could logically prove because the 
ehurch considered it heresy. The young 
scientist who read a paper some years 
ago arguing that the coral islands Were 
bulit by a small insect was persecuted 
and expelled from the French academy, 
and, broken hearted and in disgrace, he 
committed suicide. To introduce an? 
innovation into the realm of thougtit 
by the power of argument is a task that 
few have the courage to attempt and 
fewer still the power to achieve. 

But though argument and fact are 
| often futile there are two wizards who 
can always charm—be who can tell a 
story and be who can paint a picture. 
With one flash the artist of the brush 
of pen can carry the truth home. The 
publle speaker who wields the greatest 
Influence today is not the ecientist or 
the logician, but the orator who can 
| tell the common people what a thing 
| is Uke. Christ nearly always spoke in 
parables. His analogies were the 
wheat and the tares and the mustard 
seed and the birds of the alr and the 
lilies of the valley. Everybody can 
understand a similitude. 

One of tbese matchless simDitudes is 
the scene of the tert. The kingdom of 
heaven is compared to a feast to which 
many guests have been invited. Man- 
| ners and customs change, but in all 

periods and in all lands the idea of a 
| feast has been familiar. They have 

been celebrated from time immemorial. 

Laban made a great feast when he 

gave bis daughter Leab in marriage to 

Jacob. Archelaus made a great feast 

for those who came to his father’s fu- 

neral. Kenilworth castle blazed and 
cannons boomed during the days of 

Elizabeth, apd courtiers drank to the 

health of the queen. Feast df the Pass- 
over, feast of Pentecost, feast of Taber- 

nacles, were tbe three great annual 
festa! occasions of the Jews. The 

boly communion was instituted at a 
feast of Christ and his twelve apostles. 
The comparison of the kingdom of 
bea ven to a feast is, therefore, a very 
simple and familiar one. But, bark! 
When the time comes for the guests to 
arrive, knock after knock Is beard. 
Regret after regret is banded in. In- 
sult is beaped upon insult. “And they 
all with one consent began to make 
excuse.” 

Exeucses Old and Kew. 

Let us examine the excuses by which 
the men of old evaded this feast and 
see how closely they resemble the ex- 
cuses by which men of the present day 
try to justify themselves in their re 
fusal to sit down at the marriage ban- 
quet of the Lamb. First, the capital- 
ist's excuse. Iardiy had the ancient 
banquet table been prepared when we 
can see a courier’s horse dash up to the 

would be host’s house. The messenger 
is dressed in the liveried costume of 
one of the rich men of the east. He 
dismounts and knocks at the front door. 
When the servant opens that door, the 
messenger hands in a scented missive 
which reads something like this: “My 
Gear friend. much to my regret, I find 
it Impossible to be with you tonight. I 
know you expected me, but I have just 
closed a big deal. I have become the 
owner of a large tract of land, and I 
must go out and see it. I pray thee 
have me excused. Though I am com- 
pelled to be absent in body, yet I shall 
be with you tonight in spirit. Adieu, 
my dear sir, until we meet at my own 
table.” When the good man of the 
house receives this letter, his eye 
flashes. The Bible distinctly declares 
in reference to this episode: Then the 
master of the bouse being angry"— He 
read between the lines of that refusal. 
He knew that this capitalist was mak» 
ing a poor excuse; be knew that the 
capitalist as an intelligent investor 
would never bave bought that land un- 
leas be had first seen it, examined it 
and ascertained that its tithe deeds 
were all right. The good man may 
have had hie «suspicion that the capt 
talist of the east, now that he was a 
great landowner, felt a little above bis 
old associaten und therefore may ha ve 
thought it wus not dignified for him to 
mingle with ordinary guests at s com» 
mon banquet. and thus be stayed away. 
Bo we nud that the hardest men and 
women to reach in a gospel sense are 
the rich people. They do not always 
think it respectable to associate with 
representatives of the masses in € 
church pew. They would be willing to 
gO to ben veu If they could only go in a 
gilded chariot. as a king might go te 
Westminster abbey and be crowned. 
They would giadly go if they could 
only bribe their way there 2 millios 
willing

dollar check. sot they are 

| to be suppiiants after the Bread of 
Life when their own granaries are full 
of winter supplies and their thrashing 
floors crowded with the thrashers beat 
ing and bruising the grain. 

Rich man, 1 would like to speak « 
few plain, blunt words to you. There 
ore certain blessings that money can- 
pot buy. First, it cannot buy health

the broad sense, 
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diad. If monty Gould buy health, the 
late Cornelius Vanderbilt would never 
have struggled on as a helpless invalid 
ahd been carried out to the tomb whem 
yet a young man, If money was all 
powerful, that Broadway merchant 
would bave recovered his sight when, 
a few years ago, he offered $1,000,000 
to any surgeon whose knife would cut 
his curtain of the night in twain. 

Leve Cannot Be Bought. 

Neither will money buy love. Money 
may buy sycophancy. It may make 
servants and so called friends bow and 
cringe before ua, but the songstress $f 
love is not a hireling who sings ber 
seraphic strains to the jingling accom- 
paniment of golden colons. True love 
is won by the heart, not by the purse, 
True love is found smiling as winsome- 
ly in a cottage as ina palace. Neither, 
O rich man, can you with money buy 
your way into heayen. If you have no 
time to seek God in his house on earth, 
you will not be able to find Christ in 
mansions in the skies, If you do mot 
honor your Saviour before men, nel- 
ther will Christ honor you before the 
angels, who are now assembled about 
the great white throne of the celestial 
city. “How much did be leave?” asked 
a gentienmn in reference to a certain 
deceased rich man. “He left every- 
thing.” was the answer. “His shroud 
had no pocket, so far as I could seo.” 
So, rich man, you will take before the 
judgment seat of Christ not what you 
now hold lu your hand, but what you 
have in your heart. Therefore, it is 
very Important that you do bot with 
fatal self complacency as to your 
wealth and social prestige and your 
ownership of mortgages and bonds and 
land titles blind your eyes to the im- 
portance of going to the gospel ban- 
quet. 

But another knock is heard at the 
front door of the good man's house. A 
second letter t regret is handed in. 
This letter goes something like this: 
“My dear friend, I know you have 
made great preparations for me to- 
night, but I cannot come. I am a 
small farmer and have just bought a 
yoke of ozen to do my spring plowing, 
and I must go and doit.” Or the letter 
will read as follows: “My dear friend, 
I cannot come: tonight. I have just 
bought five yoke of oxen, and 1 intend 
to hire myself out to the different 
farmers to help them do their spring 
plowing. We must make money while 
we can. And even if I could get 
through my work in time to come I 
would be so tired that I could not en- 
joy your good things. I pray thee have 
me excused.” In other words, that 
stock purchaser was going around as 
the modern owners of some baling ma- 
chines go from farm to farm to pack 
the hay, or as the owners of some of 
the modern thrashing machines in the 
rural districts cut down their nelgh- 
bors’ grain upon a percentage basis, 

Whom in modern life does this stock 
owner represent? He symbolizes the 
practicing doctor or lawyer or small 
merchant or manufacturer or mechan- 
ic or salaried employee engaged in a 
daily struggle for a livelibood. He 
represents, as Matthew Henry well 
wrote, the man with “the inordinate 
cure and concern about this world 
which keep him from Christ and bis 
grace.” He represents tbe father and 
husband who on Saturday night says: 
“Well, I bave worked bard all the 
week. I am too tired to go to church 
tomorrow and do God's work. It is 
all well enough to think about religion, 
but the simple fact is, in this strenuous 
earthly life | must look after my bual- 
ness and keep looking after it all the 
time.” He represents the business 
man who at first does not Intend to do 
wrong, but, little by little, he allows 
his business to crowd out his duties to 
Christ. First, he gives up prayer meet- 
ing op account of business; then his 
daily reading of the Bible; then his 
Bunday services. Little by little he 
allows himself to drift away from God 
until at last the invitation to the gos- 
pel banquet falls upon unbeeding ears, 

The inordinate desire for accumulating 
wealth has destroyed many and many 
an immortal soul. A few score years 
ago a steamer crowded with passen- 
gers was pushing its way over the wa- 
ters of the Mississippi river. Upon the 
deck were a great number of Califor- 
nia miners returning from the gold- 
felds of the west Suddenly that 
steamer struck a sunken wreck and 
immediately began to sink. The wom- 
en and the children were taken off in 
lifedoats. The men were compelled to 
leap into the water and cling to the 
floating spare until they could be res 
cued. Just before the steamer founder- 
ed a man rusbed up to the deck and 
leaped into the water and clung to a 
floating spar. But instead of floating 
Une the rest of the men he sank like a 
lamp of lead. Afterward his body was 
recovered, and the reason of the sink- 
ing was explained. While the other 
Passengers of the sinking vessel were 
preparing rafts and putting on life 
preservers this man bad been below 
decks rifing the miners’ trunks. Un 
Ger Lis garments, strapped around his 
waist, were found bags of gold. It 
was his desire for wealth that destroy 
ed him. So we find that there ore 
thousands upon thousands of men and 
women who refuse to come to the 
Lord's banquet because, like the drown- 
ing passenger of the Mississippi river 
ot like the owner of five yoke of oxen, 
they would prefer to stay away to 
wou Finke tore N 
Darter away their chance of bea ven if 
they could only sell Christ, as did Ju- 
aha, for thirty pieces of ver. 0 
my friends, I beg and plead with you 
mot to sell your divine birthright for a 
mere mess of bottage! Stop, in God's 
mame! Stop before it is too late.

The Bridegroom's Excuse, 
But, hark! Another knock is heard 
at the door of the good man's house. 
“Ala.” you say, “think of the foolish

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dered warriage one ol (Wid Most sacred 
and important events of a human be- 
ing’s life. Every young girl spent her 
time chiefly in prepafing for her nup- 
tial day. She was always spinning 
linen and making garments for’ the 
wedding trousscau. Every young man 
was taught that his duty to the world 
and to God was to marry. He did not 
enter Into this marriage relationship 
in a haphazard way, as do many of the 
young people of the present time. He 
did not marry upon a momentary im- 
pulse. But the young people were of- 
ten affinnced for years before the wed- 
ding day. Then, by the old Hebrew as 
well as by the Roman law, a bride- 
groom was absolutely independent of 
all military and, to a great extent, of 
civil obligations for a whole year. Aft- 
er the wedding night for twelve long 
months he was allowed to stay at home 
under his own roof. So when the bride- 
groom of the east sent a refusal to 
come to the banquet he practically said, 
as bundreds and thousands of wives 
and mothers are now saying: “I can- 
not afford to come to Christ's banquet 
at the present time. I have my home 
duties to attend to. I have domestic 
obligations. I pray thee have me er- 
cused.” 

But, my dear friends, can the hus- 
band and the wife truly attend to and 
fulfill their domestic relations unless 
they first have been to the marriage 
banquet of the Lamb? No. no. You 
know that no busband and father is 
truly u well equipped parent unless he 
is a Christian man; you know that no 
wife is truly an independent woman 
unless she is a Christian woman. Legh 
Richmond once developed this thought 
in a pathetic incident which lc told 
about his mother’s life. She hud six 
children, and one of them, her baby, 
was killed by the carelessness of a 
nurse allowing the child to fall out of 
a second story window. At that time 
Legh Richmond was walking in the 
street below. He gathered up the poor 
bleeding body of his little brother and 
carried him Into the house and placed 
him in his mother’s lap. All that day 
the mother kept praying and praying. 
In the midst of ber prayers she turned 
to her son and said, “Legh, if T cease 
praying for five minutes I slall be 
crushed under this sorrow, but when I 
pray to God he comforts and upholds 
me.“ So no wife and mother 1s able to 
bravely confront the sorrows of the 
home unless she is a Christian woman. 
Boonereer later troubles and awful 
troubles will knock at every bedroom 
door, and, man and woman, you caunot 
afford to say, like the bridegroom of 
old, that you cannot come to Christ on 
account of your domestic obligations. 
The simple fact is your home duties 
and sorrows ought to be mighty inspi- 
rations to send you to the feet of Christ. 

The Duty of Parents. 

Besides, parents, how can you have 
the right Influence over your children 
unless you are consecrated Christian 
men and women? How can a father 
and mother tell their children how to 
love the Lord Jesus unless they them- 
selves have accepted the Invitation to 
the gospe! banquet? Can the blind 
lead the blind? Can something come 
from nothing? I lift a clay vase in my 
hand and smell the sweetest fragrance. 
I any: “O vase, whence came thy per- 
fume? Were thy substances fragrant 
before the hot fires of the potter's fur- 
nace touched thee?” “Nay,” answers 
the vase, The reason | am perfumed 
is because hundreds of flowers have 
been plucked and have been allowed 
to kiss me with their red and white 
lips." Upon the sand dunes of the sen- 
shore I pick up a curiously twisted 
shell. I place it to my ear and bear a 
low, moaning sound, I say to the shell, 
“Shell, why dost thou moan like a sick 
child?” “Because,” answers the shell, 


“I have been rolled over and over in 
the bottom of the seas. I have been ab 
lowed to place my ear against the 
great throbbing, aching beart of the 
mighty deep. l am merely echoing the 
sorrow of the sea waves that are now 
lapping at thy feet.“ Thus we find 
that by the direct law of nature there 
is no effect without a cause. If you, 0 
parents, desire your children's lives to 
be redolent with the perfume of right- 
eousness aud thelr hearts and lips to 
be musical with the songs of heaven, 
you must take care that they are sur- 
rounded with heavenly Influences while 
they are young. If you want them to 
be at the gékpel banquet, you must 
lead the way aud not yourselves um 
awer the Invitation with a frivolous 
excuse, 

Let us try to generalize the excuses 
of the hundreds of other guests under 
two simple headings. Firat, I belleve 
that “they all with one consent begau 
to make excuse” because they were 
unwilling at that time to give up their 
sins. To hear some people falk, ono 
would suppose that the greatest enemy 
of the Christian enuren today is infidel 
thought. 1 do not believe it. I believe 
that the reason you and I do not come 
to Christ, if we are not already Chris- 
tians, is because we are not ready to 
give up our pet sins. We do not stand 
before God in an attitude of a doubter, 
We stand in the attitude of defiance. 
We stand wrapped around by the pol- 
luted garment of sin. “And deliberate 
sin, what is it?” once cried out Joseph 
Parker.» “It ts a shot band, a clinched 
fist, an upraised arm, the muscles to 
the full tension, and the object God 
Almighty’s face.” Sin is the cause of 
ninety-nine in every hundred refusals 
to come to Christ; not skepticism, not 
infidelity, not agnosticism, not doubt.

THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 


Ite Efect on am Audience Described 
by a South American, 


Mr. William Bulfin, editor of the 


‘| Southern Cross, Buenos Ayres, recent- 


ly visited Ireland and attended a feis 
ceoll given in the city of Galway. This 
ls what he says of Irish oratory in the 
native tongue: 

“I can only judge of it, unfortunate- 
ly, from two standpolnts- the sound of 
it and the effect it has upon an audi- 
ence. I heard several Irish addresses 
at the feis. All were in the same 
style. The accent of all the speakers 
was more or less the same. I learned, 
too, that each speaker dealt in plain, 
concise, practical ideas and expressed 
them in terse and vigorous modern 
Irish. So far so good. Here, then, ls 
a plain statement of bow all this sound- 
ed to a plain man. 

“At first the sound of Irish oratory 
is a little harsh to the untrained and 
unaccustomed ear, but this is only for 
a moment. There is a deep note of pas- 
sionate earnestness in the rugged maj- 
esty of the words, and there is a 
sledgehammer power in the sonorous 
roll of the sentences. In the Irish there 
are sounds as sibilant as the Italian, 
as mouth filling as the Spanish, as na- 
sal as the French, as guttural as the 
German and as deep as the English. 
But the language resembles none of 
these. It appears to belong to another 
sphere altogether. It seems to have 
been coined laboriously by men who 
had grand and great and glowing things 
to say to each other. It bursts impet- 
uously lu huge masses of sound through 
the sense of bearing and knocks thun- 
derously at the beart and soul of a 
man. And meantime it is not unmu- 
sical. It ia not by any means flat or 


| sharp. But there is no fluting about It. 


There is no whine in it. Its diapason 
is essentially masculine. It is the big 
organ among the languages, with many 
registers, able to run up and down the 
gamut of human feeling and touch evy- 
ery responsible fiber of being and sound 
the depths of joy and sorrow and 
rouse to lofty passion and to the no- 
blest endeavor. This I say from atten- 
tively listening to the sound of the lan- 
guage and observing its effects upon 


| the audiences who understood it. 
| 


In singing the Irish language is sin- 
gularly sweet. It is not the Italian 
sweetness nor the German sweetness, 
for the German in song is one of the 
most musical languages. The sweet- 
ness in Irish song is unique, and you 
cannot describe it. It bas a wondrous 
appeal in it. At the fels the test song 
in one of the competitions was Cullt- 
hionn’ (Coulin). When Caitlin NI 
Bhħraonain (Miss Kathleen Brennan) 
tang it in the traditional style, it pulled 
you all to pieces, 

“In the grand concert at the town 
hall the choir from the Claddagh school 
sang the ‘Shan Van Vocht’ I never 
beard the siivery voices of children 
blended so melodiously. Thelr singing 
was something extraordinary. How 
such musle could be evolved out of hu- 
man speech was a mystery and at the

All such salad plants should 
be carefully washed with an abun- 
dance of water, A writer in Policlini- 
co, aff Italian journal, concludes as 
the result of his experiments that such 
salad plants may be effectually ster- 
ilized, so far as disease germs are con- 
cerned, by immersing them a half an 
hour in a 3 per cent solution of tartaric 
acid.”

QUESTION OF ROAD BUILDING. 


This is the season of the perennial 
complaint against the bad roads of Ma- 
ryland. With the passing of the frost

thoughts concentrated upon a brood, 
flies quickly up to the nest, and then 
settles herself to dream once more of 
little golden balls of life moving be- 
neath her bare breast, clucking softly 
as if the dream had already come true, 
If such fancies van be evolved from 
doorknobs, there is a possibility of 
happiness for miserable men and wo- 
men who are much given to complaint. 
By the power of imagination one’s sur- 
roundings, however distasteful, can be 
changed into a paradise, Let that fac: 
ulty be cultivated, and there would be 
many a sun-shiny day for those who 
are habitually under clouds and in 
driving storms of discontent. 

But this is a digression, Returning 
to the perseverance of sitting hens, we 
recall an episode of boyhood days. We 
had tried all sorts of expedients for 
breaking the chicken fever in a certain 
hen, but nothing was broken except 
our patience, of which then we had 
nota very large supply, being better 
now, of course, under the mellowing 
influence “of added years! We hit, 
however, upon a happy echeme, It 
effectually cured the hen, for the time 
being, of her stubborn propensity to 
sit. We placed her in a cask that con- 
taincd three or four inches of water. 
Then she could not sit. She had met 
her Waterloo! In twenty-four hours 
she was ready to resume the business 
of laying eggs, as a respectable hen 


should do. When defeated it never 
pays to sulk. 


We aleoadmire the patience of sitting 
hens, it being a tendency of our mind 
to admire in others the virtues that we 
lack! Three whole weeks of brooding 
necessary before there can come the 
teward of patience! Three weeks are a 
great many to be subtracted from the 
life of a hen, corresponding to years in 
the life of human beings. But there 
are multitudes of such beings that do 
not possess this patience. It is char 
acteristic of a large part of mankind to 
be in haste to attain the wishes they 
have in heart and mind. The eager- 
ness of men to get suddenly rich has 
ruined many a sitting of financial eggs 
that might have been hatched into 
substantial wealth. So has a like 
eagerness in other directions brought a 
like embarrassment. The exercise of 
patience would have changed the 
history of many an attempt, and made 


that attempt a triumph instead of a 
failure, 


But the patience of a sitting hen is 
by no means idle patience. Though 
apparently doing nothing at all, she is 
at the very herdest kind of work for a 
hen. Accustomed toa buey life, she 
is giving the warmth of her body for 
the making of bones and nerves and 
bloodvessels and all the other essentials 
of chicks, That warmth must not be 
intermitted day nor night, except at 
brief intervals for the taking of food 
and water and » vigorous dust-bath 
against insectile annoyance. Good 
sitters ner have to be driven back to 
the nest. We hope that the two hens 
we established in business thie morning 
belong o that class, endorsing their 
notes to giye them a start in the world. 
We eacrificed several omelettes to 
gratify them in their desire to raise 
families. Woe t: ua, if they do not 
increase the paying qualities of the 
venture and declare good dividenda!

But is thero anything more interest 
mg than the sight ofa hen with her 
chicks? Not only are the chicks, little 
fluffy specimens of animation, clothed 
in golden silk, beautiful to behold, 
but also does the hen's motherly devo- 
tion to her brood call for admiration. 
She is the very embodiment of un- 
selfishness, For the time being her 
own life is almost lost to view, in 
order that she may provide for her 
charges. Finding a tidbit in the grass, 
or one turned up in her scratching, she 
at once deliversit to her ever-hungry 
children. We have teen chicks with 
their crops so large and tight that they 
could hardly stand, while the old 
mother would have little or nothing in, 
hercraw. For them she lives. n 

Making uso of a hen's devotedness to 
her flock, our Saviour uttered one of 
His grandest similies, lifting it from a 
lowly source into divinity. It was in 
His pathetic jament over Jerusalem, 
when He was about to be rejected by 
his own people and cruelly crucified. 
Listen to the sobbing of His broken 
heart. “How often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as 
a hen gatbereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not.” Alas! the 
same mournful ory has issued from His 
glorified lips times without number.

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‘FOR BETTER HIGHWAYS. 


Whe Goða naa, Caude and ita Many 
Allies, 

In years past every bicyclist has been 
the champlon of the good roads move- 
ment, but with the decadence of the 
use of the wheel for sport he has 
ceased to be as active a factor as here 
tofore, His influence, however, is in 
the direction of highway improvement. 
and be is still an able ally. 

The automobilist has taken up the 
cause with greater energy than the bi- 
cyclist and with an influence more 
potent because of the longer purse 
strings at his command. Every auto- 
mobilist is an earnest ally of the move- 
ment. 

The farmer should, above all others, 
be the strongest ally of good roads be- 
cause of the greater self interest to 
him in, their use for hauling his prod- 
uce to market economically and at any 
season of the year when the market is 
the most favorable, says Good Roads 
Magazine. The problem, however, is 
not as yet properly understood and ap- 
preciated by him, but it is encouraging 
to note the awakening that is surely in 
progress. He will be one of the strong- 
est of allies as soon as he is made to 
see how the road question affects his 
pocketbook and indeed his entire ex- 
latence. 

Good roads wherever bullt are their 
own best advocates, for it does not 
take a community long to see and ap- 
preciate their value. Let more sample 
roads be built, for as a matter of edu- 
cation they are better than theory, and 
nothing can do more real good. It 
should be but a short time before the 
period of forming public opinion is 
considered a thing of the past and the 
practical work of more extensive road- 
building be begun. The cause has 
most powerful allies, and these allies 
are growing in number and strength 
every day. 


THE NARROW. TIRE EVIL. 


Good Reads Spoiled and Cost of 
Maintenance Increased. 

It is worse than useless to build good 
roads only to have them cut to pieces 
dy the use of narrow tires In hauling 
heavy loads. Wide tires help to pre- 
serve ordinary dirt roads and are there- 
fore of the greatest value to them. 

To change at once to wide tires 
would no doubt be a hardship on some 
owners of vehicles, says Good Roads 
Magazine, but this is a point that can 
be worked out and adjusted so that the 
expense will not be burdensome. Ve 
hicle owners should be educated to see 
that it is to their interests to have 
wide tires, as the use of them makes 
fewer repairs necessary, thus reducing 
the expense of maintenance, and be- 
aides enables larger loads to be hauled 
with the same number of horses. 

Every state should pass a law mak- 
ing wide tires compulsory. In France 
and other parts of Europe tires as 
wide as six inches are in use, and as 
the front axle is shorter than the rear 
the load passing over the road gives 
twenty-four inches of road roller sur- 
face all the time. 

Let us have agitation on the subject 
and legislation will follow. 


Improve the Mountain Roads. 

The question of improving mountain 
roads is an important one and should 
receive its proper amount of attention. 
Good wagon roads and good trails to 
ride and walk over are essential to 
tourists in this country who wish to 
behold the beauties of mountain scen- 
ery. In Switzerland the importance of 
this is realized, says Good Roads Mag- 
azine, and roads have accordingly been 
improved. It is to be hoped that simi- 
lar measures will be taken in this coun- 
try. 


Good Pian For Read Improvement. 
A Florida exchange makes the sug- 
gestion to its readers that the residents 
of Eustis, in that state, bold a gala or 
good roads week, during which as many 
as possible of the townspeople will take 
a week off and work on the roads, mak- 
ing it a sort of festival occasion, when 
the women will provide refreshments. 
This plan was adopted wiih much suc- 
cess a few years ago in the construc- 
tion of cycle paths in Minneapolis and 
St. Paul.

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Chareh, Chicago 


Chicago, March 8,—In this sermon 
the preacher shows that there are other 
than commercial and financial obliga- 
tions between nations and that Chris- 
tinn America owes a debt, both in the 
spiritual and philanthropic sense, to the 
modern Greeks and barbarians which 
she now has opportunity to pay. Tho 
text ls Romans i, 14, “I am debtor both 
to the Greeks and to the barbarians.” 

A national debt! It is popularly un- 
derstood to be a financial obligation 
which a government has pledged itself 
to pay. Sometimes this is contracted 
in the Interest of a single subject. 
About thirty years ago the English gov- 
ernment assumed a debt of over $25,- 
000,000 to liberate a single man, Cap- 
tain Cameron, who had been unjustly 
endungeoned by the king of Abyssinia 
in the rocky fortress of Magdala. It 
took six months for the news of the 
outrage to travel to England, but in 
less than eleven days afterward a Brit- 
ish army of 15,000 men, under General 
Napler, was on its way. It not only 
crossed the sens, but also marched a 
terrible journey of 400 miles under a 
tropical sun, until the troops reached 
Magdala and battered down the for- 
tress and rescued their incarcerated 
countryman. A civilized country is 
usually ready to begin aby undertak- 
ing, assume any financial responaibill- 
ty, in order to protect its own from the 
tyrannical clutches of a foreign foe. 

Sometimes an extra financial obliga- 
tion is assumed by a government in 
times of peace as well as in times of 
war. A depleted treasury during the 
financial panic of 1893 caused the pres- 
ident of the United States to issue 
$200,000,000 worth of government 
bonds. Some of these interest bearing 
bonds were purchased by foreign cap- 
ftalists and others by, American citi- 
zens. But there are still other forms 
and causes of international obligation. 
A government can owe to foreign lands 
more than money. Such definitions as 
we have given are right as far as they 
go, but they are too circumscribed. 
When the Hebrew Paul wrote, “I am 
debtor both to the Greeks and to the 
barbarians,” I do not believe be had 
any idea of a financial interpretation, 
Referring to Greece, be was alluding 
to the intellectual Influence of the Athe- 
nian capital, which made itself felt 
throughout the world. That city sway- 
ed the scepter in the domain of intel- 
lectuality; it ruled the world of culture 
with the sculptor’s chisel, the poet's 
pen and the Demosthenean oratory of 
a patriot rousing the people to wage 
war against King Philip. When Paul 
spoke of the barbarians, I believe he 
was alluding to the strength and the 
virility which the world bad absorbed 
from the different provinces. As a 
man of learning be was indebted to 
those people to whom he was about to 
present Jesus Christ. So today I want 
to speak of America’s national debt in 
a moral and spiritual sense as well as 
in a financial; | want to show what we 
should give back to the lands across 
the seas in return for what we have 
absorbed from them, consciously or un- 
consciously. As we balance our na- 
tional books the debit alde of our ledg- 
er must be cleared off. If we ore na- 
tionally bonest, we are ready to pay 
for what we bave received. 

We Have Borrowed Europe's Best. 

Our country bas Wen the reservoir 
for the best and the richest blood of all 
Europe. A few years ago a noted Irish 
leader, now a member of the British 
parliament, was addressing a great 
gathering of Irish-Americans in Chics- 
go. During bis specch be made this 
suggestive statement: “You Irish-Amer- 
icans congratulate yourselves because 
every year you send over a few thou- 
sand dollars to belp us in our struggle 
for bome rule. But I want to tell you 
that you are doing no more than you 
ought to do. America owes a greater 
debt to Ireland than Ireland does to 
America. America bas not taken from 
us money, but she has taken from us 
what is of more value than money. 
Her magnetism has come into our large 
cities and villages and factory towns 
and wooed from our shores the best 
and strongest young men and young 
women we bad. She has taken them 
away annually not by the scores and 
hundreds, but by the thousands and 
the tens of thousands; she bas takeu 
away the strongest young men and wo- 
men we had aud has left only the weak- 
lings—those who are afraid to start out 
in the new world. Meanwhile we, the 
stay at homes, must go on struggling 
while our stalwart Irish - American 
brothers and sisters are winning suc- 
cess in another bemispbere.” What 
that member of the British parliament 
sald in reference to Ireland can be 
said in reference to almost every coun- 
try of Europe. Go down to the great 
seaport towns of Norway and Sweden, 
Germany, France, Italy. Holland and 
England and Scotiand and ask those 
emigrants. those stalwart young fel- 
lows and those red checked lasses, 
where they are going. Everywhere 
you can benr the same answer: “To 
America. We are soiling for America.” 

Has America no obligation to meet 
when she has taken from other lands 
such foreign born leaders as Alexander 
Hamilton to run ber finances and Aga 
sis to read the records of ber rocky and 
Ericsson to save lier navies and John 
Bummerville and Johu Hall to preach 
in her pulpits and Andrew Carnegie to 
build her steel works and John W. 
Mackay to develop her mines and 
Thomas Moran to palet her pictures 


and Dr. Nicholas Benn to stand at 
apêrang tabies and ga stand at bgr 


Hght ber battles and Speaker Hender- 
son to preside over her congrese and 
Thomas Watson to plead at her bar? 
Shall the Goddess of Liberty feel uo in- 
debtedness to foreign countries when 
she has taken from their Greaides their 
fairest daughters and their bravest and 


— 


Oh, give us men! A time like this demands 
Clean minds, pure hearts, true faith and 
ready hands; 
Mén who possess opinions and a will; 
Men whom desire for office does not kill. 
The Demand For Men. 

To supply this national demand for- 
eign countries have been giving us for 
centuries their best treasures. They 
have given us their sturdiest men of 
mental and moral worth and their falr- 
est daughters, whose virtues are, as 
King Solomon says, “above the price 
of rubies.” Surely for such priceless 
gifts America must acknowledge she 
is a debtor “to the Greeks and to the 
barbarians.” . 

Religious liberty’s cradle also was 
built across the seas. True, it was 
floated across the Atlantic, and during 
its tempestuous voyage of many miles 
its Infantile occupant grew and waxed 
atronger. But, after all, we should not 
forget that the cradle of civil and rell- 
gious liberty was first hammered to- 
gether on foreign shores, 

In the asttonomical world we find 
that stars generally travel in constella- 
tions, or ln groups. Thus we also find 
that every great advancement of the 
human race, spiritually or mentally, so- 
cially or economically, is in touch with 
other events, though they may be seen 
or unseen. The sweet voiced village 
church bell of today is not entirely of 
American manufacture. It was cast 
in the hot fires of the Covenuuter's per- 
secu‘ions; it was cast among the names 
which wrapped thelr flery tongues 
about the shriveling bodies of John 
Huss and Ridley and Latimer and Cran- 
mer; it was cast among the burning 
loge beaped about the dying body of 
Savonarola when the Italian priest, 
Elljab-like, was about to go to heaven 
in a chariot of fire; it was cast centu- 
ries back among the Nerodian persecu- 
tions in the days of the apostolic mar- 
tyrdoms. 

Can we ever reach the day when we 
shall feel that our religious liberty is 
not a natural outgrowth of the Chris- 
tian heroes and heroines who dared to 
defy “Bloody” Alva, the persecutor of 
the Netherlands, or Lord Claverhouse, 
the persecutor of old Scotland, or de- 
moniac Catherine, the fiendish female 
instigator of the St. Bartholomew mas- 
sacre, or the bloody Queen Mary of the 
English throne? When that grand old 
man, Hugh Latimer, then over eighty, 
stood among the burning logs that 
were cremating him, he turned to Bish- 
op Ridley, his fellow martyr near by, 
and said: “Be of good comfort, Master 
Ridley, and play the man. We shall 
this day light such a candle by God's 
grace in England as, I trust, shall nev- 
er be put out.” Aye, they did; they 
did! They not only lighted a gospel 
torch for England, but a torch which 
would blaze in America centuries after- 
ward. We have religious liberty in 
America because the first great battles 
for the enchainment and the decapita- 
tion of Satanic bigotry were fought up- 
on the other side of the seas. 

Our Artistic bebte. 

America Is indebted to foreign lands 
in a commercial and an artistic sense 
as well as in a moral and spiritual 
sense. Some political speakers love to 
boast that commercially we are inde- 
pendent of the world. They assert it 
would make very little difference to us 
whether or no forelgu countries beld 
any trade relations with us at all. But 
this i» not true. You are a wealthy 
man. You Invite me to your home 
some night to n banquet. t accept. 
As l sit walting for the other guests to 
arrive | any: “Mr. So-and-so, this is a 
beautifully dexigned bome. Where did 
your urchitect get the idea?” You an- 
ewer: “The plans of this house are not 
bis ideas. He merely worked them 
out in detall after I bad described them. 
Some years ago, while I was lu Eng- 
land. | came across a beautiful coun- 
try home. I then gal to myself that 
if I should ever have money enough I 
would build a bouse upon that plan. 
This home is the result of my resolve 
made at that time.“ Under my feet is 
a rug of exquisite workmanship. Where 
was it made? In the city of Damas- 
cus. It is an imported rug. When 
your wife comes in to greet me, she is 
dressed In a beautiful costume. It 
came from the silkworms of France. 
That diamond glittering upon your On- 
ger was dug out of the African mines. 

Up to a comparatively recent date 
our commercial dependence upon Bu- 
ropean markets for nearly all our goods 
and chattels was almost absolute, In 
1820 the Edinburgh Review of Scot 
land tauntingly asked: Who in the 
four quarters of the globe reads an 
American book or goes to an American 
play or looks at an American painting 
or statue? What does the world owe 
to American physicians or surgeons? 
What new substances have their chem- 
ists discovered? What new constella- 
tions have their astronomers discover- 
ed? Who drinks out of American 
glasses? Who eats from American 
platea? Who wears an American coat 
or Hes Gown to sleep in an American 
blanket? Foreign manufacturers of 
the present day know only too well 
that «Ince 1820 the commercial depend- 
ency of America upon commercial Ku- 
rope has mightily changed. But we are 
still dependent upon Europe in many 
ways, Finsen, the Norwegian. reaches 
across the seus to lessen the borrore of 
smallpox. Charles H. Spurgeon and Jo- 


h berker sent their menge of the 
Jürist love, Queen Victoria gavo us the 


example of bow a royal queen cOuld be 
è domestic queen, and the ships which 
ply the Atlantic stilli return with as 
heavy cargoes as when they left our 
abores. 
How We May Dest Repar. 

How, then, is America to cancel the 
national debt in a moral and spiritual 
sense which she owes to the modern 
Greeks and to the barbarians? Well.“ 
answers sore one, “I suppose the best 
way to repay the debt we owe to for- 
eign lands ia to make our goods better 
and cheaper than they can make them 
and then go forward and capture their 
markets for our bome industries.” Ah, 
my brother, I am not here to fritter 
away my time answering those selfish 
propositions prompted by mere com- 
mercialiam; | am here today to tell you 
how, in the language and the spirit of 
the apostle Puul, we are to cancel the 
national debt we owe to foreign lands; 
I am here today to tell you how beet 
we can pay the debt as individuals as 
well as a nation. We can repay our 
national debt frat by conveying to for- 
eign lands the pre message of the 
Calvary cross. hon many years ago 
Ove humble, consecrated students met 
behind a haystack im old Williamstown, 
where I used to go to college, and 
founded the American foreign 
missionary, soc! one of the createst 


purposes ot America’s future life was 
given practical form, Those five young 
men planned an evangelistic work 
which had the same worldwide scope 
that Paul's mission had for the Obris- 
tian religion, If the religion of Jesus 
Christ is the beneficent thing that we 
profess to believe it, are we justified in 
keeping the knowledge of it to our- 
selves? Are we not bound as debtors 
to the whole world to repay our obli- 
gations by making it known far and 
wide? 

The medical profession sets us an 
example lu its performance of this 
duty. No sooner does a physician dis- 
cover a menns of alleviating physical 
suffering thau he places it at the dis- 
posal of his professional brethren the 
world over. When Edward Jenner 
demonstrated the marvelous Immunity 
of a human being who was vaccinated 
with cowpox, did he keep his discovery 
from the world? Did be refuse to ad- 
vocate it lest he might be persecute@ 
by such medical authorities as Dr. In- 
genhousz and Dr. Pearson? Ob, no! 
As an intelligent man he deplored the 
awful destruction made by this terri- 
ble scourge of smallpox. He knew that 
whole countries had been almost depop- 
ulated by the pest. Mexico was not 
conquered so much by Cortes as it was 
made helpless by the Invasion of this 
king of horrible plagues called small- 
pox. When the pilgrim fathers lunded 
upon the Massachusetts shores, they 
found that the [odlan tribe which the 
year before bad been inhabiting that 
part of the country had been entirely 
obliterated, with the exception of one 
man, by the fatal ravages of sm: llpox. 
So, in the face of derision and persecu- 
tion, Jenner proclaimed the gospel of 
vaccination. Though he might, and to 
a great extent did, destroy his private 
practice, he kept crying to suffering 
humanity: “Here is a remedy for this 
dreadful and malignant disease. Take 
it and live! Take it and live!" 

When James Y. Simpson perfected 
his investigations in chloroform, did 
he keep them to himself? Did he pat- 
ent them and say, “You come to me or 
suffer and die?’ No. He freely gave 
the amesthetic to the world. And to- 
day thousands upon thousands of men 
and women who have been compelled 
to lle upon an operating table have 
risen up to call him blessed. Is the 
German physician, Robert Koch, work- 
ing in his laboratory for personal gain? 
Oh, no. He is trying, purely on pbil- 
anthropic grounds, to cure consump- 
tion, which causes at least one-fourth 
of the total annual mortality among 
the human race. If he ever perfects a 
germicide for the tuberculosis bacilli, 
he will at once tell all he knows. He 
is struggling and working and analyz- 
ing purely to save a dying race. 

Make Known the Revelation. 

What o lesson do these illustrious 
benefactors of the human racg teach 
us! How they study and Investigate 
and labor to alleviate suffering and in- 
crease the longevity of mankind! And 
when any of them discovers a remedy 
for disease or a means of removing de- 
formity how eagerly be makes the dis- 
covery known that all the world may 
share in the benefit! In our hands we 
have a revelation of Infinitely greater 
value. Their discoveries can at the 
beat prolong life only a few years, 
while the gospel of Jesus Christ is the 
gospel of eternal life and the remedy 
for the universal malady of sin, Yet 
there are owong us men calling tbem: 
selves Christians who make no effort 
to publish the knowledge of that rem- 
edy. They say: “If the Chinese are not 
willing to receive our gospel missiona- 
ries, then let those missionaries stay 
at home. Let the Chinese bordes grov- 
cl and die! Let the buman streams of 
beatben life become choked with moral 
vermin! it ls their own lookout, not 
ours!’ I tell you today that Christian 
America's foreign obligations cnn nev- 
er be canceled until Jesus rist ls 
preached to all people. Where we have 
pow one missionary in the dark conti- 
nents we should send a thousand; 
where we have one gospel messenger 
now for a hundred thousand people we 
should bave so great a number that ev- 
ery foreign town and village, as well 
as every city, should be persuaded to 
receive the open Bible and to study the 
word of God. Christian America will 
not be free from responsibility until 
the gospel of the Lord Jesus is preach- 
ed unto all peoples. If those peoples 
receive it not, then they. not we. must 
bear the responsibility. 

The nations of the world hare also 
ethet claima upon us as a Christian 
people that must not be ignored. If 
we bave the spirit of Christ, we shall 
not be unmindful of their material 


riaria because dey had noth- 
Ing to eat” would never have closed his 
ears to the cry of a famine stricken 
nation. If we would be like him, we, 
too, should feed the bungry and succor 
the homeless, the widow and tbe or- 
phan, How better can we make known 
the grandeur and beauty of the Chris 
tlan faith than by proving to other na- 
tions ita beneficent infiuence? As the 
hand of Christian America is stretched 
out across the seas, bearing bread for 
the starving, they see Christ living 
again in us and bless bis dear name. 
Having accepted from us the bread 
that perishes, they will listen as we 
tell them of the Bread that came down 
from heaven, of which Uf a man eat he 
shall live forever. Were the welcom- 
ing doors of heathen India ever more 
widely opened for the gospel measage 
than when the shiploads of American 
breadstuffs were floated across the At- 
lantic, through the Mediterranean, 
down the Red sea and over the Indian 
ocean until they were safely landed in 
the harbor of Bombay during the awful 
Indian famines of 1807 and 19007 I 
have seen it estimated that hundreds 
of thousands of starving and dying na- 
tives were physically saved through 
American generosity during those two 
years. But no one save the recording 
angel of heaven will ever be able to 
keep track of the multitudes of immor- 
tal souls who will ultimately be 
brought to the feet of Christ through 
the contributions and the prayers of 
those who tried to some extent to allay 
the horrors of that awful famine 
plague. 

When did Russia ever hear a sweeter 
gospel message than that played by the 
Wa ves lapping thè ships’ prows which 
cdfried American food to her peasants 
during the famine plague of 18027 Ab, 
those were not idle words which Christ 
uttered when he ssid unto those on bis 

t hand, “Come, ye blessed of my 
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gu ve me meat” It does seem that in 
a national as well as in an Individual 
sense no Christian country can truly 
present the gospel to foreign lands if 
at the same time it is not ready to help 
those foreign nations when they are 
afflicted with famine and plague. We 
say “famine” and “plague” in the same 
breath, because starvation and disease 
are two horrors which always devas- 
tate the land at the same time, Where 
famine goes, there plague follows close 
behind. And, while we are thus con- 
sidering the philanthropic aspect our 
national duty to other lands sometimes 
assumes, I want to make an especial 
plea for famine stricken Finland. I 
make it the more earnestly because 
many of her sons and daughters bave 
migrated to our shores, and therefore 
for that reason Finland has a special 
claim upon us. They are of the same 
household of faith with ourselves; 
therefore it is doubly our duty to ald 
them. I make this plea the more ear- 
nestly because If food is not sent 
quickly thousands of those poor peas- 
ants will soon be beyond human aid. 
Brothers and sisters will be dead; chil- 
dren will be dead; fathers and mothers 
wil] be dead; whole communities will 
be exterminated by famine and the 
plague. 
The Cry of Finland, 

Though the religious and daily news- 
papers have been for weeks filled with 
the accounts of Finland's sufferings, 
the horrors and agonles which those 
simple people of the north are going 
through will probably never be fully 
told. But as I try to describe it to you 
in part no words of mine can so touch- 
ingly present the condition of that af- 
flicted land as does the simple state- 
ment which Inspector Engberg, who 
knows that country well, gave to a 
representative of the American press: 
“I have seen much of the suffering,” he 
says. “It has been awfully black and 
is so still, take my word for that. I 
have become through custom almost 
hardened to seeing women and children 
crying for food, that was common as 
recently as New Year's day. When I 
hear people talk about conditions be- 
ing exaggerated, I think of how I have 
seen human beings eating bran, of bow 
an old woman, the wife of a formerly 
prosperous farmer, is in the habit of 
coming to my stable and begging per- 
mission to scrape the leavings in the 
bin of my borse for sustenance for her 
three cows, of how every mother in 
this community is deffghted to get meat 
bones that have been discarded by 
more prosperous householders and boil 
them and reboll them until they float 
in the hope of extracting particles of 
nourishment. You will be right in say- 
ing that we bave staved off starvation 
till now, but God help us If relief 
should now fall us.” Oh, my brother 
and sister, could any plea for food be 
more pathetic, more urgent, than that? 
Human beings compelled to eat bran— 
that food which today you would re- 
fuse to give to your dog. Eating bran 
and chopped rye straw and the bark of 
trees merely to stifle the awful crav- 
ings of hunger, and yet not able to even 
get enough of that! 

Starving Finland is stretching her 
arms neross the Atlantic, appealing for 
bread froni Christian America. Dare 
we, can we, refuse to heed the cry? 
Dare we. shall we, stop our ears to this 
gospel call? Remember that solemn 
question of the apostle, “He that hath 
this world's goods and seeth his broth- 
er have need and shutteth up his com- 
passion from him, how dwelleth the 
love of God In him?“ As you love your 
children, think of those children that 
ere starving; as you love your wife, 
think of those wives and mothers and 
sisters who ape ngw tottering upon the 
brink of the grave because they bave 
nothing to eat! May God lead you to 
pee your duty in reference to this eu ll 
which comes from across the seas! 
Then, to some extent at least, we may 
be able to cancel a part of the national 
debt which Christian America owes to 
the modern “Greeks and to the barba- 
rians,”

The city boy says, Feed's bard to 
get.” That's true, but let me whisper 
in your ear. You get about three or 
four little baskets or boxes and place 
them near your netghbor’s house and 
tell bim to throw his table scraps into 
it, ang then you take it away when 
you promise, and they will soon come 
to look at it as a privilege for you to 
take thelr scraps, and your poultry will 
be getting a number of things which 
will help them grow and to yield eggs. 
This is not theory, but a bit of experi- 


ence. 

~~ But the country boy, oh, where is he? 
Most any farmer will rent or lease a 
amall parcel’ of ground to his son or 
somebody ele son for a mall sum. 
Then- go to work in earnest, and you 
will be surprised to see how much sun- 
flower seed, how many peas, beans, let- 
tuce and cabbage you can grow on a 
small piece of ground. There is no 
such thing as fall to the fellow who 
wants to make things go. 

Years ago I called one of my favorite 
birds “Big Joe.” He soon learned to 
know his name and seemed ag proud 
of it as I was of him. Then it gives 
your birds prestige at home and abroad. 
Many times when visitors would come 
to see my poultry they would ask to 
see “Lanky Bob,” “Ulysses 8. Grant,” 
“The Pride of the Alleghanies” or some 
other favorite, and when they ordered

Yes, name your birds, for that gives 
you a name, and that is what you 
want, Thompson's Ringlets, Garner's 
Ben-Hur or even, In my own case, 
Keystone Beauties have all been little 
gold mines to the owners.

They'll love you more, and 
you'll love them more. 

Well do I remember the night when 
a half dressed, bareheaded and bare- 
footed boy ran out into the night's dark- 
ness with a stick of stove wood in his 
(my) hand to take vengeance on the 
owi that was having a feast on some 
of his (my) fancy stock.

I cannot explain the philosophy of the 
fact, but I know It is true. Keep your 
birds safe and tame, and you have 
overcome a great feat in the poultry

Oats as a Feed For Laying fens. 

The majority of farmers consider oats 
a dangerous feed for chickens. The 
Sharp points sometimes pierce the Un- 
ing of the chicken's crop, thus produc- 
ing a severe inflammation, usually re- 
sulting in death. Some varieties of oats 
are stiffer and sharper pointed than 
others, Then we believe there is more 
danger when the fowls are allowed to 
gorge themselves than where given a 
limited quantity. . 

All the cases we ever knew of where 
disease was caused by feeding oats the 
chickens went to tye field or garden 
and ate all they wanted. We have fre- 
quently fed oats to our laying hens 
with the best results. 

We feed at the rate of about two ta- 
bidepoopfuls to the hen In the morning, 
the hens ha. ing access to plenty of wa- 
ter and grit. When oats are fed extra, 
care should be taken to provide the 
fowls with an abundance of grit and 
pure water, The water softens the ball 
of the oats, while the grit grinds It. 
Oates are a bone and muscle making food 


aud an egg producer.—Cor. National | 


Stockman. 
Ventilation snd beat 

Much of the animadversion of 
“drafts” by poultry writers la the vert- 
est rubbish. The same writers will ur- 
gently recommend ventilation, but there 
must be no draft; otherwise the fowls 
wili all take roup and die. How venti- 
lation can be secured without draft ts 
wot explained. Draft“ ts a “current of 
alr.” So is ventilation. It may be a 
brisk or almost Imperceptible current, 
bat there can be no ventilation without 
more or less draft. Too much ventila- 
tion is the ame as too much draft. 
Where fowls roost there should not be 
too much ventilation. When fowls are 
off the roost, there cannot be too much 
draft except when the weather is so 
cold as to endanger the fowls. Give 
plenty of alr off and just enough on the 
roost.— Farm and Rauch. 

To Step Feather KRattng. 

When the fowls get to picking the 

featbers off each other's neck, I take a 
of raw, fat salt park -u piece with 

a good rind, so it will not come down 
in the dirt—and, driving a nall through 
the rind, naii it to some part of the 
bulding in casy reach of the bens and 
let them work at it an they please 
When this is gone, If they stilt contin- 
ue to pick off the feathers, | give them 
gnother piece. There is something lack» 
ing In their food when they pick off 
end eat cach other's feathers, aud the 
raw, fat salt pork supplies the deficien- 
cy and stops feather eating. Josephine

ahos, Caroline county, The work of 
hatching white and yellow perch will 
commence there next week. and it is 
confidently expected that the coming 
season will be a record breaker- Mr. 
Vincent found it necessary to order new 
piling placed under the hatching boxes 
fitted with new wire incurring consid- 
erable expense, 

Yellow perch hayo maje their appear- 
ance in the St. Martins river for the 
first time within the recellection of the 
oldest fisherman. In fact, the majority 
of St. Martins river fishermen never 
saw a yellow perch till within the past 
few weeks, when they commenced to 
catch some little fellows in their nets, 
These are fully accounted for, as the 
commissioner ascertained last spring 
that there were no fish of this variety 
in she river, so he ordered Deputy Wes 
ley English, of the Nanticoke hatchery 
to deliver to Deputy Henry T. Bell, of 
the St. Martins hatchery, 2,000,000, 
yellow perch fry. They were about the 
size of an ordinary pin and almost trans- 
parent. The fishermen examined the 
shipment and did not think much of 
the artificial means of propagating, 
and never expected to hear anything 
further from the little mites, believing 
they would only furnish delicious mor- 
sels for otber fish, Several week ago 
the yellow perch made thier appearance 
in considerable numbers, measuring 
from two to six inches, and the fisher- 
men took specimens to Biahopville to 
ascertain the species. The commission- 
ers have asked the fishermen to return 
all live yellow perch caught this season 
to the river so they may mature and 
multiply. 

All four of the Eastern Shore fish 
hatching stations will soon be in full 
blast, and there are evidences already 
that fish will be plentiful.

quently, giving the amateur the neces- 
gary experience as to Increase of roots 
in a given period. 

‘Any roots that appear dried or dend 
should be cut off close to the stem, and 
in potting care should be taken to bave 
the roots spread out as much as possi- 
ble and not bunched. A dull pointed 
stick would be useful for packing the 
earth well around the roots, which Is 
very essential. 

As to the proper potting soil there 
are alight differences of opinion. The 
chief necessity is to have thorough 
drainage, without which the plant will 
rot off at the base. Gravel placed in 
the bottom of the pot or coarse sand 
will make a good drain, Powdered 
charcoal, sand and ordinary good loam 
may be added in equal parts. 

After potting at this season, presum- 
ing that the plants have been kept 
cool and dry during the winter montha, 
they should be introduced to gradual 
heat and water, increasing as the sea- 
son advances. For the stronger grow- 
ing kinds liquid manure may be bene- 
ficlally applied. 

At all times plenty of light is needed. 

Place them near the glass if cop 
venient. Regularity in temperature 
and watering are very necessary for 
good growth. 
While handling them at this time it 
prould be as well to carefully look for 
insects that may have escaped notice 
during the winter. 


Famigation Under Glass. 

The accompanying sketch from Gar- 
dening shows a pan which a corre 
spondent uses for furnishing a plant- 
house with tobacco dust. He says: It 
is by far the most effective method we 
have ever tried, also easy to manage 
and inexpensive. Take an ordinary 
dripping pan 8 by 12 inches, cut the 
bottom out, leaving a margin of the 
same of one inch. Fold the piece so cut 
out to form a leg to tilt the pan, and 
rivet it on. Take fine wire netting,

folding the four sides to give strength, 
and insert in place of the bottom which 
has been cut out, letting it rest on the 
shoulders which were left. Fill about 
one-half full with tobacco dust. Put a 
little kerosene ofl at the lowest point of 
the pan to ignite the dust. It will not 
fame, but will smolder for several 
bours and will effectually dispose af 
the aphis. Eight pans to a house 18 by 
100 are sufficient. The dust costs about 
60 cents per 100 pounds and that quan- 
tity will fumigate 20,000 to 25,000 feet 
of glass two to three times. 


The Cutting Box. 

The cuttings of many of the plants to 
be used tn the fower garden should be 
rooted during the months of February 
and March. Geraniums made during 
these months should be covered with 
blooms during the summer months if 
they are given proper care. Other 
plants thet add greatly to the beauty of 
the garden and which may be propa- 
gated by cuttings are the coleus, ire 
sines and cestaura.

They can be 
started in a cutting box in the window, 
which should be as long and wide as 
Geared for the limited space and about 
four or five inches deep.

When the 
cuttings are frst made, they should be 
shaded during the beat of the day and 
sprinkled several times a day until the 
cuttings become thoroughly establish- 
ed. The sand should always be kept 
moist, but never wet. Outtlogs are often 
rooted in a deep plate filled with moist 
wand. There are various contrivances 
used for rooting cuttings, but in each 
case the rooting medium is clean, moist 
sand.

Utilises the Bathtub. 

There is no denying the fact that va- 
por baths are a benefit both to the 
pores of the skin and to the body itself, 
as medicinal vapors can by this means 
be absorbed and various ills cured 
without the ald of internally a@minis- 
tered liquids or powders. The peculiar 
advantage of the vapor bath apparatus 
which we illustrate herewith lies in 
the fact that it is intended for use in 
connection with the bathtub, thus occu- 
pying less space and being easier to 
manipulate thantthe special vapor bath 
cabinets. The device consists of a cur-

tain arranged after the manner af a 
window shade, with a wire frame to 
attach it to the end of the tub.

The bather sits in a woven basket 
suspended inside the tub, and the va- 
por is produced from the burning of 
medicated olls or by vaporizing water, 
if a plain stenm bath is to be taken.

Mr. Willis evidently agrees with the 
opinions expressed in the letter of Mr. 
Ellegood in the ADVERTISER last week, 
as to the duty of the church, as well as 
the vice and danger of the corrupt 
practice. 

It cannot be den- d that the church 
has not been aggresive on this matter, 
and thet the religious reutiment has 
been very dormant. If the pulpit and 
the press generally take up this sub 
ject vigorously and educate the public 
sentiment, bribery at the next election 
will be an unpopular thing, and the 
honest man, and the pocr man, and the 
educated man will stand an equal 
chance with the millionaire, whose 
chief strength and qualifications for 
office, too often, are in his pocket book.

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VAST EXPENDITURES OF AMERICAN 
METHODISM. 


The exact amount received from all 
sources cannot be ascertained until 
after the assembling of the spring con- 
ferences; but up to January 15, of the 
present year, $20,807,270 was duly ac- 
Counted for and certified to by the 
secretary. 

In addition to this, the regular fixed 
charges and benevolent collections of 
the Church, amounting to more than 
twenty million dollars per annum, 
showed an advance rather than ade- 
reas. This means that in the last 
four years this one denomination of 
evangelical Christians has, without 
aid from the State, under the influence 
only of personal interest and persuasive 
arguments, expended above one hun- 
dred million dollare for its faith. 

The primary work of Methodism was 
bo revive and spread spiritual religion. 
For some decades, its energies were de- 
voted chiefly to thie end. Awakened 
religious interest, however, created a 
strong desire for education among the 
common people, hence the extraocrdi- 
nary progres: made by the Church in 
his department of civilization. Homes 
for the aged, hospitals, orphans asy- 

` toms, naterally came later. Temper- 
ence,—meaning by this total abstinence 
from intoxicating liquors, —has been 
piremwously insisted upon, as well as 

pbetinence from all amusements tend- 
“ing to make the youth of each gener- 

ation indifferent to the appeals made to

OUR EXPORTS INGREASING. 


The export trade of the United States 
is rapidly resuming its normal condi- 
tions. February figures of the Bureau 
of Statistica show the largest exports of 
any February in the history of our com- 
merce, and also show that the exports 
of the three months ending with Feb- 
ruary were larger than those of the cor- 
responding period of any earlier year. 
On the import side, the figures also 
show a continuation of the growth 
which has characterized the last two 
years, and the figures of the eight 
months ending with February suggest 
that the imports of the United States in 
the fiscal year 1908 may exceed a billion 
dollars, while the export figures seem 
likely to exceed one billion, four hun- 
dred millions. 

In the short month of February alone, 
the exports amounted to $125,502,105, 
which is 12 millions in excess of any 
preceding February. These large export 
figures are due in part to the fact that 
the new corn crop is rapidly entering 
the markets of the world, to which the 
United States was able to make but 
slight contributions last year, the corn 
exportations in February, 1903, having 
been 18 million bushels, against a little 
over one million bushels in February 
last year. Cotton exports also show a 
marked gain over those of last year, 
the value of cotton exported in Febru- 
ary, 1908, being $87,428,317, against 
$24,768,162 in February of last year. 


REMOVE INTOXIGANTS FROM HOUSE 


Acting under instructions from Alex- 
ander McDowell, clerk to the House of 
Representatives and Sergeant-at-Arms 
Casson, the sale of all intoxicating liq- 
vors has been discontinued in the Heuse 
restaurant. 

W. J. Coffin, who is joint proprietor 
of the restaurant with Mr. Page, re- 
ceived his instructions to discontinue 
the sale of liquor a few days ago and 
the entire stock of liquor was removed 
from the building and not even the 
driest legislator left in town can got 
anything but milk or coffee to drink. 

The prediction is made that never 
again will liquor be sold in the Capitol 
at Washington, as there seems to be a 

eneral public sentiment against the 
practice, No liquor bas been sold in 
he Senate restaurant for a long time.

“Young man,” he sald, what you need 
is not more money, but more usefal- 
ness.” Then he pointed out to him 
countless ways in which he might have 
done something for the company, and 
had mised his opportunity—times 
when be had been careless or indiffer- 
ent, or ignorant. “Every time,” he 
concluded, that e customer comes in 
and asks for you personally, it counts 
for you and counts for the store. Your 
business is to make yourself wanted.” 
It in the secret of success in business, Is 
it not also the secret of success in every 
place in ‘life? In the home, in the 
church, in the school, everywhere, the 
one whose work is thorough and cheer- 
ful and enthusiastic is the one who is 
making the most of bis life. 

—The use of electricity not only for 
lighting but also for industrial pur- 
poses in Mexico, is becoming more 
general, and several companies have 
been formed for the purpose of making 
use of the larger waterfalls throughout 
the country for the generation of elec- 
tricity, the machinery being imported 
chiefly from the United States. The 
Electric Light Company of the City of 
Mexico has been unable to supply the 
demand for electricity for lighting 
Purposes, and the extension of the 
electric tramway lines about the city 
of Mexico has greatly increased the 
use of electricity. 

~The Talbot Times, of which Perei- 
val Mullikin was editor, has ceased 
publication.

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Beams And Motes. 


Christ made frequent use of proverbe. 
We have a notable instance of such 
use in the inspired report of His moun- 
tain sermon, That remarkable dis- 
course bristles with some of the current 
expressions of the day. These were 
the thorns, like those on the stems of a 
bunch of roses, that gave point to His 
preaching. His auditors could not 
fail to admire the beauty of His speech; 
yet beneath it there was a sarcastic 
sharpness that pricked their sins. One 
of the truths to which He gave divine 
effect that day was enwrapped in the 
words: “Why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother's eye, but con- 
siderest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye?” 

Here was a thrust at ist self-right 
eousness, It was intended to stick the 
conscience of the Scribes and Pharisees. 
These, in their own estimation, be- 
longed to the aristocracy of the kingdom 
of God; all others were plebeians, 
They were an ocean of purity; the 
rest of their fellows were puddles of 
mud. They were the cream of religious 
society; all below them were nothing 
but milk. 

Being thus allied as an exclusive 
order of piety, the Scribes end Phar- 
isees were self-constituted ecclesiastic 
oculists, and believed themselves fully 
competent to remove from the eyes of 
all common sinners offending particles 
of moral dust or sand. But Christ 
said to them and their representatives, 
e are not qualified for such a delicate 
feat of optic surgery. Your own eyes 
are dot clear.“ 

Needless is it to add that these dooc- 
tors of moral science still goon their 
professional rounds among those whom 
they fancy to be afflicted with opthal- 
mic disorders of the soul. 

Here, again, was a thrust against the 
conceit of imperfection. The greatest 
critics are often those who have the 
fewest gifts of their own. Men who 
know nothing of the mixing of colors, 
or who never held a brush in their 
fingers, except one dipped in white- 
wash, will stand before a masterpiece 
ofart and pass judgment upon the 
painting. So in the moral sphere. 
Those who have great projecting beams 
of deficiency in their own eyes are 
ever offering advice in regard to the 
motes which they imagine are seen in 
the eyes of others. But Christ says to 
all such, Be perfect yourselves; then 
shall ye have keenness of sight for be- 
holding another's lack of virtue.“ 

When the woman caught in an act 
of immorality was taken to Christ, He 
said to her accusers, "Let him that is 
without sin first cast a stone at her”, 
There were no stones thrown! Living 
in glass houses, they were afraid to 
throw stones, 

The world today echoes with the 
crash of falling glass. It is highly 
dangerous to fling missiles of criticism 
around, if one's own character is frag- 
fle. Is is best not to strike flint upon a 
heap of gunpowder. A man with a 
piece of lumber in his eye is not able 
to eee clearly enough to brush a speck 
from the ball of a neighbor's visual 
organ 

Once more, we have here a thrust 
against uncharitableness. The most 
of us are too aptto be partial to our- 
selves, and to have but little leniency 
for our fellows Our gold is pure; that 
of others must be tested with the nitric 
acid of fault-finding. Our diamonds 
are real; whatever sparkles in other 
lives we examine closely in search of a 
reflecting foil. Instead of looking for 
what is of worth among men, we seek 
to discover evil. We makes tour of 
the back yards of our neighbors’ char- 
acters, instead of calling at the front 
door. We become inspectors of gar- 
bage, and grow minutely familiar with 
the contents of slop pails and ash 
boxes. 

I once read a tale that rebukes this 
censorious spirit. The story goes that 
a crowd of idlers was standing around 
the dead body of a dog in the market 
place of a Syrian town. One called 
attention to the torm hid: of the 
animal; another to its filthy appear- 
ance; and still another to the rope 
around its neck, by which it bad been 
dragged thither. A stranger stepped 
upon the scene, who, after hearing the 
comments of the others, quietly said, 
“My friends, pearls cannot .equal the 
whiteness of its teeth.” 

It was Christ. Only He could have 
found something to say in praise ofa 
dead dog. 

Charity covers a multitude of sina 
We, who are what we are by the grace 
of God, should cultivate this charity, 
Itisa flower whose beauty and fra 
grance are a delight to the Lord. Hav- 
ing weeds in our own heart gardens, it 
is presumptions in us to point out the 
noxious growths in the gardens of 
others.

A Curiosity of the Simplon Tunnel. 

The engineers digging the wonderful 
tunnel that runs through the great 
Simplon mountain to connect Switzer- 
land with Italy are experiencing great 
difficulties because of the presence of 
boiling water in the mountain. The 
water comes from the top of the moun- 
tain and is heated almost to boiling 
point by the friction and pressure of 
its percolation through the limestone 
beds of the mountain. Before the tun- 
nel had been dug very far on the Ital- 
lan side the beat became so Intense 
that it was impossible to live in it. The 
mountain was piped, and soon 15,000 
gallons of steaming hot water were 
flowing out of the south end of the tun- 
nel every minute of the day and night. 
The immense fow was harnessed and 
made to drive refrigerating plants and 
cold air blowers. Today the tempera- 
ture of the tunnel has been reduced 
from a height that would bave roasted 
a man in a minute or two, and the at- 
mosphere now has the pleasant warmth 
of a June day. The bot water also 


drives pueumatic drills and boring ma- 
chives, so that it belpas to dig the tun- 
nel as well, When completed, the 
Simplon tunnel will be the biggest in 
the world—fourteen miles long, with a 


cost of nearly $1,000,000 a mile.

Second, their laying qualities are such 
that they have been called and are 
known today as the Leghorn of the 
duck family. One breeder claims for 
one individual duck a record of 192 
eggs per year. 

It ig very fascinating for one to col- 
lect eggs from these ducks after once 
starting to lay, and they generally start 
in with me in February. It is a com- 
mon occurrence to bring in just as 
many eggs as there are ducks. 

Third, as a market duck they grow 
very rapidly, and while they consume 
much less food in proportion than the 
Pekin, at ten weeks old will dress ten 
pounds to the pair, and in comparing 
fhe pair I find the runner smaller 
boned, but heavier meated. 

Success with these ducks, like every- 
thing else, depends solely on feed and 
care, In the center of an acre lot ad- 
joining my place is a pond fed by 

about a hundred feet across. 
On the shore of this pond is my duck- 
house, where the ducks are wintered. 
Im the breeding season I select my 
breeders, putting one drake with every 
five ducks, and as soon as the ice is out 
of the pond the ducks are allowed the 
use of it through the day, but are called 
into thelr house for supper at night, 
thus making it easy to collect the eggs 
in the morning. 

One of the most essential things in 
raising ducks is that they have dry 
quarters to sleep in and pure air to 
breathe. Little attention need be given 
to making tight houses as long as they 
are kept dry at night. They will stand 
some very cold weather. For their bed- 
ding I use plenty of lawn clippings and 
clover hay, and it is surprising to see 
how much a flock of fifty will consume 
through the winter—Walter E. Delano 
in American Poultry Journal.

If you want hens to stay at home and 
not fly over the fence, you must make 
home attractive to them, and the best 
way to make home attractive is to keep 
the hens busy. A lot of grain scattered 
where it la hard to find will generally 
keep chickens busy. This is better tha 
cropping the wingag All the smaller 
breeds love to fy up on a fence, look 
around and then fly down on the wrong 
side, expecially if the wrong side is the 
garden. But they can never üy over a 
fence to get back. They will run along 
the fence and try to pass through a 
two inch mesh or between close pal- 
ings, but they never so much as look 
up to see Low high the fence is. In 
short, a ben in the matter of wander- 
ing will never do that which she oukut 
to do. If she is in when she ought to 
be out. you have to catch ber and throw 
her over the fence. As long as they can 
find grain that they think you have 
tried to bide from them bens will stay 
at home and work.

1 have almost decided that turkeys are 
healthier for roosting in the open alr. 
1 agree with Mr. Matteson that we 
must not pamper our breeding stock 
too much if we desire healthy off- 
spring. If our turkeys will roost in the 
trees In a place somewhat protected 
from the storms, they will come 
through the winter in good shape if 
they are as strong and healthy as they 
should be, and our poults next spring 
will be tardy and if kept free from 
lice and fed carefully will be easily 
raised.—Margaret Cavanaugh Daly in

Things to Prevent. 

Hundreds of chicks lose their lives 
every year by being bufidied into cor 
ners and smothered to death. In bulld- 
ing a coop wol out for the corners 
Keep the coops neat and clean, the 
floor covered with sand, sawdust or 
chaff. Once a week sprinkle’ a little 
chloride of lime on the floor and cover 
with chaff. Tobacco stems chopped 
and sprinkled over the floors are a good 
thing. Cold raina, wet cold grass after 
rains, early morning dewa, etc, are 
causes of enlarged cropa, constipation 
and bowel diseases in young chicks 
Keep the chicks abut up until the grass 
ie dry.

CONSCIENCE IN POLITICS 


As A Moral Power. Two Types of Con- 
science As Bustrated By St. Paul 
and The Clown Launcelot. 


Messrs. Kdttors ;—1t is very gratify- 
ing to the friends of civic patriotism 
and decent elections, and is probably 
equally mortifying to the promoters of 
corruption, to read the resolutions 
adopted by the Wilmington Conference 
of the M. E. Church held at Easton Inst 
week. The language is vigorous, and 
expresses the sentiments of the consti- 
tation and statute of Maryland, as well 
as of the Diecipline of that church, 
which says, "extirpate bribery . . . for 
voting at any election. Show no respect 
te persons, but expel all that touch the 
accursed. thing.“ 

The resolution begins with a peculiar 
recital, “Whereas, thera reems to be a 
doubt in the minds of certain persons 
in our church as to the sinfulness of 
bribery.” Now while there may be 
many who are ignorant of the law of 
this church on bribery, it would seem 
there ought to have been no doubt 
about its sinfulness, and there would 
have been no doubt were it not for the 
fact that so many church members and 
cburch givers are aleo bribe givers. 
But it is hard to believe that these 
church members were ignorant of its 
criminality. However, it is well to be 
charitable and lay not their oft repeated 


| offenses toa wilful and wicked, but to 


an ignorant conscience, 

Now that the pulpit has aroused 
itself, it is to be hoped that it will 
awaken the consciences of the pew, hy 
the reading of these resolutions, the 
law of the church and the law of the 
State. There is not only a need, buta 
necessity for a moral awakening in the 
midst of the church, on election 
methods. The mightiest moral force in 
the world isa live, well trained, well 
informed, courageous Christian con- 
science. 

If theee churon members are sincerely 
desirous of reform, they will bring 
forth fiuite meet for repentance, The 
great spostls Paul, who was quite their 
equal, made confession of serious sin, 
begotten of an ignorant and perverted 
conscience, and said, "I verily thought 
I ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth; and 
says, he caused the saints to be “shat 
up in prison!“ . “compelled them 
to blaspheme” and “to be put to death.“ 
But when that darkened and perverted 
conscience beoame enlightened and 
converted ho was just as strong, manly 
and brave in suffering for conscience 
sake. Let him recite some of his afic- 
tions as a Christian : 

In stripes above measure, in prisons 
in deaths oft: Of the 
Jews five times received I forty stripes 
save one. Thria was I beaten with 
rods, once was Í «stoned, chris I suf- 
fered ship wreck; a night and a day 
have I been in the deep. In journey- 
ings oft; in perils of waters, in perils 
of robbers, in perils by mine own coun- 
trymen, in perile of the heathen, in 
perils of the city, in perils of the wil- 
dernem, in perils of the era, in perils 
among false brethren; in wearmess and 
painfulness; in hunger and thirst; in 
parting» often, and in cold and naked 
nge."’ All thie he endured because he 
had the manliness to stand by his con- 
viotions of right. He seems to ignore 
the sacrifices he made of social, fnan- 
cial and political advantages that 
awaited him as one of the learned mem- 

bers of the Sanbedrin. 

The Almigh:y helps a man to be 
strong, but He never compels him to be 
honest or truthful ; He encourages, but 
never drives him to walk uprightly, or 
deal justly by bis fellow man. The 
first Joshua knew the power and re- 
sponsibility of choosing between good 
and evil, and therefore in his farewell 
address to the Ieraslites, said, At it 
seem evil unto you to serve the Lord, 
choose ye bhis day whom ye will serve.” 
The second and greater Joshua supple 
mented this, with the declaration that 
ye cannot serre two masters; ye cannot 
serve God and mammon,’ 

Does some practical politician” ask 
what all thie rermonising has to do 
with politics. Just this: One of the 
leading churches has emphasized what 
was before a sin ands crime, and called 
the attention of all persons to it and 
specifically placed the iniquity of it 
on the consciences of its own members, 
And it must be admitted that too many 
of them have become somewhat para- 
lyzed by repeated contact with the 
vice, They seem to be suffering with a 
kind of hemiplegia of the conrcience. 
The church or Sunday side is fairly 
sensitive and active, and the election 
day side tough as the conscience of a 
Baturday horse trader,

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Collins Pronounced “Not Guilty.” 


The jury in the case of Elmer Collins, 
charged with wife murder, after being 
out three hours, returned a verdict of 
“not guilty Wednesday. One of the 
jurors said that three ballots had been 
taken, the vote being 8 to 4 for acquittal 
on the first ballot. The other four 
jurors came over on the second and 
third ballots. 

The announcement of the foreman 
was recelved with considerable applause 
by the spectators. The jury filed in 
very solemnly, and from the expres- 
sions on their faces it was feared by 
some that a verdict of guilty had been 
found. Collins sat unmoved, looking 
straight ahead, but his face broke out 
in smiles when the aged foreman, Mr. 
Tunnell, announced ina clear voice: 
“Not guilty!" 

Instantly the prisoner was aurrounded 
by his friends, who heartily congrat- 
ulated him. His brother, Dr. Collins, 
embraced him and his aged father 
clasped him to his bosom, kissing and 
embracing hima dozen times Their 
eyes filled with tears. Both Attorney- 
General Ward and Deputy Attorney- 
General Richards congratulated Collins 
on his acquittal. 

Collins tater said: ‘ʻI have relied 
upon the grace of God. He is my 
greatest helper. Only that reliance 
has brought me through. My brother 
desires me to visit him at Crisfield, Må., 
for a while, but beyond that I have no 
plans for the future.” 

Mre. Collins was one ot the band- 
somest and most popular women of the 
neighborhood, and the feeling against 
the murderer was very bitter. 

Collins was arrested upon returning 
from the funeral. He was released on 
nominal bail, the suspicion being that 
ademented negro had committed the 
deed, whioh, in fact, he confessed. 
Subsequently Collins was indicted by 
the grard jury “for murder in the first 
degree, and was rearrested, 

The trial began March 16th last.

Loss iN WEIGHT. 


Mew You May Tell if the Ventilation 
In Your tncebater® I» Right. 

The West Virginia agricultural ex- 
periment station publishes the follow- 
tng table showing loss in weight of 
eggs during Incubation, After placing 
the eggs upon the trays ready for the 
incubator set the trays upon a pair of 
scales reading to ounces and note the 
total weight of the eggs and trays. 
The trays should be thoroughly dry. 
After a few days welgh again. Sub- 
tract this from the first weight. This 
will give the actual loss in weight of 
the eggs. 

Example.—Suppose that you have 208 
eggs on the trays, that the first weight 
with trays is 24 pounds 2 and 
that on the sixth day the weight is 23 
pounds 6 ounces, Then the loss in 
welght is 12 ounces, Now look in the 
table for the loss in weight of 100 eggs 
for six days. This is 10 ounces. Then 
ounces multiplied by 2.08 gives 20.8 
ounces, which is the calculated loss for 
208 eggs for six days, Therefore the 
eggs have not been losing weight as 
rapidly as they should, and the eggs 
should be given more ventilation or the 
incubator should be removed to a drier 
location, It is assumed that the eggs 
are kept uniformly at the proper tem- 
perature, After the eggs have been 
tested for the infertile ones weigh again 


eT as before. 
R —If the eggs have lost too much 


weight, give more moisture or less ven- 
tilation, but in reducing ventilation 
great care should be used, as pure air 
in the egg chamber is absolutely neces- 
sary. 

If the eggs have not lost enough 
weight, open the ventilators or place 
the incubator in a drier place.

The Change In the Turkey Market. 

It is said that the growing demand 
for young turkeys In early summer as 
broilers, at about three pounds each, 
and later from that weight to five or six 
pounds, has resulted In reducing the 
supply of really good nearby turkeys at 
Thanksgiving time so much that mar- 
ketmen find it exceedingly difficult at 
that season to supply the trade, which 
rather insists upon a nearby bird. 
These very immature turkeys go to 
Newport and other swell summer re- 
sorta, and the growers get as much for 
them at that age as they would if they 
kept them until grown, and of course 
make more by selling early. 

It wouldn't make so much difference 
to the Thanksgiving trade if the 
weather favored the arrival of ship- 
ments from a distance in good condi- 
tion, but of late years such weather at 
the Thanksgiving season has been the 
exception, and most western shipments 
have arrived in such poor condition 
that one need not be very fastidious to 
turn from them with less appetite for 
turkey than he brought to the market. 
This yeur people who got good turkeys 
paid big prices for them. 

It is not impossible that the demand 
for young (small) turkeys may help to 
revive the turkey industry in this 
tion (New England), where it is not 
what it was years ago. And It is not 
impossible that with such a spur to 
vigorous work against the disease 
(blackhead) which had so much to do 
with the decay of the industry, practi- 
cal methods of dealing with that dis- 
ease may be developed and applied by 
the turkey growers generally.—Farm 
Poultry.

Broken Bones. 

Broken shanks in chicks or fowls are 
easily treated, Birds with broken wings 
and thighs and ducks with broken 
bones should be killed and eaten, For 
broken shanks straighten the limb and 
approximate the broken ends of the 
bone In the natural position and band- 
age with stout bandage and thin white 
pine splints. Surgeons’ adhesive plaster 
‘will serve for both bandage and splints 
im litti- chicks. Adhesive plaster re-en- 
forced with thin strips of pine makes 
an excellent dressing far broken shanks 
in old or young. The break will be 
‘well in a week or two, necording to the 
age and condition of the bird Dr. P, 
T. Woods in Farm Poultry.

es because they were drawn by back- 
neys, a name applied to easy going, 
safe pacing horses, 

Coach is derived from the French 
coche, a diminutive form of the Latin 
conchula, a shell, in which shape the 
body of such conveyances was original- 
ly fashioned. Seldom if ever is the 
full term “omnibus” applied to those 
heavy, lumbering vehicles found in so 
many large cities. With the character- 
istic brevity of English speaking races 
the title has been changed to “bus.” 

These were first seen in Paris in 1827, 
and the original name of omnibus is de- 
rived from the fact that it first ap- 
peared on the sides of each conveyance, 
being nothing more than the Latin word 
signifying “for all.” 

Cab is an abbreviation of the Itallan 
word capriola, which was changed to 
cabriolet in French. Both words have 
a common derivative—cabriole—signi- 
fying a goat's leap. The exact reason 
for giving it this strange appellation la 
unknown unless because of the light- 
ness and springiness of the vehicle in 
its original form. 

In some instances the names of spe 
cial forms of carriages are derived 
from the titles of the persons who in- 
troduced them. The brougham was 
first used by the famous Lord Brough- 
am, and William IV., who was origi- 
nally the Duke of Clarence, gave the 
latter name to his favorite conveyance. 

The popular bansom derives its name 
from its introducer, Mr. Hansen, and 
the tilbury, at one time a very fashion- 
able two wheeled vehicle, was called 
from a sporting gentleman of the same 
name, 

Landau, a city in Germany, was the 
locality in which was first made the 
style of vehicle bearing that name. 

Sulky, as applied to a wheeled con- 
veyance, had its origin in the fact that 
when it first appeared the person who 
saw it considered that none but a 
sulky, selfish person would ride in such 
an affair, which afforded accommoda- 
tion to but one individual. The strange 
title was never changed. 

Coupe is French in origin, being de- 
rived from the verb couper (coopay), to 
cut. This was considered an appropri- 
ate designation because it greatly re- 
sembied a coach with the front part 
cut off. 

The old fashioned gig was given that 
name from its peculiar jumping and 
rocking motion, the word being from 
the French gigue, signifying jig or a 
lively dance.—Chicago Chronicle.

Slikworms That Die, 

The silkworm story Pa twice told 
tale. Everybody knows how the green, 
wriggling creature, fed fat on mulber- 
ry leaves, spins himself a shin- 
ing shroud, out of which he will come 
with wings—that is, if he comes out at 
all. For the most part he does not. 
The cocoons meant for reeling are kiln 
dried until the dormant life goes out 
entirely. The largest and fairest are 
saved for seed. Out of them come 
the moths that lay eggs for a new gen- 
eration. From 300 to 600 is the usual 
number. 

The eggs, called grain, are subject to 
a fungus that does not destroy their 
vitality, but makes worms hatched 
from them unhealthy.

RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE. 


That the followers of Christ should 
ever have resorted to physical com- 
pulsion in making men obristians, is 
one of the strangest anomalies of the 
haman kind. 

That the state or even the Church 
goed wofune to allow them to worship 
God according tothe dictates of their 
own conscience, and should prescribe 
certain forms of worship or order of 
charch government under fines and 
penaltive, is a contradiction, both of 
the s; irit and example of Christ. On 
one occasion we are told that one of the 
twelve said to Jesus: “Master we saw 
one casting out devils in thy name, and 
he followeth not us; we forbade him, 
becsase he followeth not us But 
Jesus said, Forbid him not eto.“ 

That the Christian Church which 
was cruelly persecuted in the early cen- 
turies by the pagcn Emperors of the 
Roman Empire, should afterwards turn 
persecator herself, put men and women 
to torture and to death in the name of 
Christ, is one of the darkest spots in 
history, a palpable contraction of the 
Christianity of Christ. And yet this 
can not be denied. 

After Constantine the Great and his 
successors om braced the Christian faith 
and the state and church became 
united, the Ecclesiastical leaders used 
the strong arm of the state to imprison, 
tortare and kill thousands of men and 
women because they claimed the right 
of their own conscience in matters of 
worship and of creed. 

Witness the bloody period of the In- 
quisition; witness the slaughter of the 
Protestants in France on Bartholomew 
night, August 23, 1079; witness again. 
how even in England the Puritans and 
Avglicans each in turn persecuted the 
other, when in power, and how both 
laid heavy bands upon the Roman 
Catholics But stranger still even the 
Puritans of Massachusetts who them- 
selves had fied from Eogland to escape 
religious intolerance and persecution, 
afterwards turned to persecuting the 
Quakers. ` 

These reflections have been suggested 
by an editorial in the Sun (Baltimore 
of March Mth, on the R tualistic Con- 
troverey in England) According to 
the Sun, The intensity of the conflict 
between the ritualists and anti ritualis 
tic elements tn the Church of England 
has aroused the gravest apprehension 
in Great Britian.” Even the Standard 
a most conservative Journal ion London 
Quoted by the Sun, declares that the 
Church of England seems to be ap- 
proaching « crisis in her history.” The 
differences betwern the warring èle- 
mentsin the Established Church are 
s0 acute that the government has been 
urged to take vigorous action, and in- 
deed the House of Commons has passed 
w bill to ite second reading upon the 
question But is it nota pity, not to 
say a shame, that the civil authorities 
should bave to interpose t^ prevent if 
possible by new enactments, a threaten- 
ed rupture among clergymen who are 
warring over the interpetation of the 
Articles and the Litargy 7’ The grand 
old church of England has had a great 
histury amd scores of her clergy take 
the first rank for piety, learning and 
philanthropy, but unless this ritualistic 
trouble is settled. it may lead toa rè 
vival of the popular agitation for dis 
establishment, an event which many 
non conformiste would regard with 
serious misgivings and regret. 

But unfortunately for the Establish- 
ed Church, alarge portion of Eaglish 
people have been alienated by the recent 
Education Bill, which the clerical party 
succeeded in pushing through pariis- 
ment. This Bill, itis claimed by its 
opponents, is st war with rellylous 
freedom, the rights of individual con- 
solenos, And the point seems to be well 
taken, for by the provisions of the Bill, 
parents may be compelled to pay the 
education tax for the support of s 
gobool in which rank sectarian instruo- 


tion is given to their children and 


which those parents ulleriy repudiate !

ANTHRACITE COAL S. C. DECISION. 


The decision of the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission has just been made 
public and will doubtless be regarded 
as a victory for the miners, not only in 
that it awards to them the increase in 
wages for which they originally struck, 
but in that it refates the economic 
propositions advanced by President 
Baer and other mine operators. On 
this subject the Commission says, “Un- 
doubtedly the proposition that men 
who own the property and carry on the 
business must control it is generally 
true and its maintenance is necessary to 
the political and economical welfare of 
society; but it is also true that where a 
business is of such magnitude and its 
physical conditions are such as to con- 
stitute a natural moroply, it is affected 
with a public interest which cannot be 
ignored by those who coatrol it.” 
While submitting that they do not feel 
authorized, under existing conditions, 
to advocate compulsory arbitration the 
Commissioners recommend a law pro- 
posed by Charles F. Adams which pro- 
vides for federal intervention in time of 
extensive conflicts between employers 
and employees. 

The specific awards of the Commis- 
sion, by which both operators and 
miners are bound, give to the latter a 
general 10 per cent increase in wages 
beginning with April 1902. Men em- 
ployed nine hours are to be paid ona 
ten hour basis and provision is made 
for an increase in wages of l per cent 
tor every 5 cent increase in the whole- 
sale price of coal, above $450 per ton, 
for pea coal. The average price of 
coal is to be determined by a commis 
sioner appointed by a United States 
Cirouit Judge and paid by the opera- 
tors. The miners are permitted all the 
check weighers they may demand but 
they are to be paid at the miners ex- 
pense. Any increase in the size ofa 
miner's cars is to be met with a propor- 
tionate Increase in wages. It is further 
provided that all disputes arising dur- 
ing the period for which the Commis 
sion makes its awards, shall be ad- 
jadicated by æ “joint conciliatory 
committee” to consist of six members, 
three to be appointed by the operators 
and three by the miners. In the event 
that an agreement cannot be reach- 
ed by this evenly divided committee, 
the committer shall select a sev- 
enth member who shall cast the 
deciding vote. No discrimination 
hall be made against union or 
nonunion miners and all awards shall 
stand until March 81, 1906 
Commissioners Win Railroad Suit. 

"The District Court of the Ubited 
States, through Judge Morris has given 
an opiaion in the case of Samuel Ban- 
croft, Jr., to enjoin the County Com- 
missioners of Wicomico county from 
assessing the property of the Baltimore, 
Chesapeake & Atlantic Railway Comp- 
any.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D.. 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
torian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, March 22—In this sermon 
Dr. Talmage gives cheer and encour 
agement to the trained purse, whose 
self sacrificing vocation he describes as 
one of the highest and noblest to which 
her sex can aspire, The text ts I Tim 
othy v, 10, Well reported of for good 
works * * if she have relleved the 
afflicted.” 

Well, indeed, may a woman be re- 
ported of for good works in such a 
world as ours if she have relieved the 
afflicted. Such women are sorely need- 
ed. There is suffering everywhere— 
in the rich man’s palace and the poor 
man's tenement. If any woman desires 
to be well reported of for good works, 
she can attuln ber ambition in no sur- 
er, better way than in relieving the af- 
flicted. It is a glorious mission that 
has been chosen by these noble wom- 
en, who are graduating as trained 
nurses and are golng forth in thelr 
striped uniforms, like valiant soldiers, 
to contend with fell disease. I want 
to present to you my conception of 
what such a woman should be, whetb- 
er she stands by the operating table or 
bends over the invalid’s bed or walks 
through the wards of a hospital for 
contagious diseases or sterilizes the 
surgeon's kulves just before the limb 
is to be amputated. Every year of my 
residence in Chicago I have been asked 
by the officials of the different training 
schools to speak upon this subject. I 
take this opportunity to address not a 
single graduating class of trained 
nurses, but to speak to all the different 
training schools for nurses with which 
| my pulpit comes into contact. 

The scope of my theme can best be 
realized if the bearer is led into the 
humble bome of the most beloved and 
internationally honored of all women 
living at the present time. Who is she? 
I will answer that question by relating 
nn incident which happened about the 
year 1858. Lord Stratford was enter- 
taining at a London banquet many of 
the prominent military officers of the 
British army, who had led to victory 
the queen's soldiers in the Crimean con- 
flict. As a matter of curiosity, the no- 
ble lord asked them, one and all, this 
question: “Who do you think, of all the 
participants of the late war, will be the 
most bonored and revered by the com- 
ing generations?” He asked his guests 
to write the names of their choice upon 
slips of paper and he would read the 
same and announce the result of the 
ballot. When the slips were collected, 
the vote was unanimous. Wonderful 
to state, the name which Lord Strat- 
ford announced was vot that of a gen- 
eral. It belonged to an untitled wom- 
an. Her name was Florence Nighbtin- 
gale. Who was Florence Nightingale? 
Sbe was not a Joan of Arc or Maria 
Theresa, who achieved victories by the 
sword, Sbe won her universal fame 
by the way sbe bound together the 
bleeding lips of the wounds which the 
surgeon's knife had opened. Sbe car- 
ried in ber hand not the battle torn 
union jack, but the white bandage. 
Sbe ignited no fame which burst forth 
from the cannon's mouth. She simply 
lighted a little candle, with which she 
went from ward to ward in the feld 
bospitals, long after the tired men were 
asleep. 


The ideal Narese. 

Who was Florence Nightingale? I 
will tell you. Sbe was the beroic nurse 
who did not want the British people 
to rear for ber a monument of cold 
marble, but instead sbe took the $250, 
000, which was a free will offering giv- 
én by ber countrymen, and with it built 
and endowed, only a short distance 
from Westminster abbey, the famous 
training school for nurses which pow 
bears ber name. This school, estab 
lished in 1800, is the foster mother of 
all the modern training schools for 
nurses.” When a woman so honored 
by church and state as Florence Nigbt- 
ingale thinks the development of the 
trained nurse a work sò important that 
she devotes to it her fortune and her 
consecrated energies, we need make no 
apology for taking as our theme this 
morning the qualities which are needed 
in the ideal nurse. 

The trained nurse, in the first place, 
must be intelligent Sbe is the right 
arm of the physician. By that we do 
not mean that the trained nurse is to 
be a mere automatic machine and that 
when the physician pulls the string sbe 
is to move and when be stops pulling 
she is to stand still, Ob, no! Sbe is to 
be far more When Stoocewal! Jackson 
lay dying, after baving been shot at 
Chancellorsvilie, Robert E. Lee turned 
to the messenger who brought bim the 
sad news and sald; “Tell General Jack- 
aon be cannot and must not die. It 
Btopewall Jackson dies, I shall lose my 
right arm.” When Robert E. Lee said 
that he did not assert that General 
Jackson bad vo brain, no thinking pow- 
er, or that. as Lee's right arm. be mere 
ly obeyed the behests of Robert E. 
Lee's brain. He meant that Jackson 
was, In one sense, absolutely essential 
to him for the best organizing and de 
velopment of the soutberu armies, as 
well as for helping him in the laying 
ont of a campaign.

It is high time that the stindard of our 
training schools for nurses should be 
raised, that anworthy Institutions 
should be crushed out and that the 
question of a trained nurse's efficiency 
should not be decided by her ability to 
buy a gingham dress and to read a 
thermometer. It is high time that the 
state legislatures should place lawa up- 
on the statute books, so that the gradu- 
ates of these different Institutions 
should be compelled to pass examina- 
tions for licensure, as the doctor, the 
pharmacist, the lawyer or the locomo- 
tive engineer is compelled to do. In- 
competent nursing has involved the 
loss of many a life and caused many 
an agonizing pain. Some time ago a 
dear friend of mine, a brother minis- 
ter, had his little five-year-old son near- 
ly burned to death. The only way to 
save the child's life was by grafting 
human skin upon the little one's stom- 
ach nud chest. The father and the 
child's two brothers volunteered to let 
the doctor peel the skin from their bod- 
ies to save the baby’s life. After one 
of the brothers—a noble lad about ten 
yoars of age—had had the skin cut off 
bis arms and shoulders and chest the 
surgeon turned to the nurse and sald, 
“Nurse, where did you get that knife?!“ 
“Out of the alcobol,” she answered. 
“Did you then place the blade in sterile 
water before you gave it to me?” “No,” 
she answered; “I did not know you 
wantod me to do it.“ “Then,” sald the 
surgeon, “we have cut all the skin off 
from this boy's body for nothing. Your 
criminal ignorance is to blame for this 
useless suffering. You should have 
known enough to place that knife in 
sterile water. You profess to be a 
trained surgical nurse and a graduate 
of a nurses’ college.” 

Thus, you women about to become 
trained nurses, it is of vital Impor- 
tance that you are intelligent and em- 
clent. It is of vital importance that 
you should know the value of fresh air 
and of proper dietetics. It is of vital 
importance that you obey the laws of 
cleanliness and not allow your patient 
to become infected. The ignorance of 
incompetegt nurses has sent many a 
patient to the grave. If you volunta- 
rily enter your noble profession Intel- 
lectually unqualified, you are commit- 
ting a sin against the human race just 
as surely ns is the ignorant switchman 
who throws open the wrong switch 
and sends the passenger train crashing 
into the freight train which has been 
sidetracked. “I did not know” in the 
sickroom is about as criminal as “I did 
not think” or “I forgot.” In this age 
of fine training schools for nurses it is 
just as much every nurse's business to 
learn bow to think right as it is to 
learn bow to do right. 

Care Soul and Dody., 

The ideal nurse should be a Christian 
woman, During the dark night, when 
the black winged death angel is hover- 
ing, wing and wing, besidé the white 
winged birth angel, or when in the 
crisis of pneumonia or typhoid the life 
seems to be hanging by a slender 
thread, no intelligent nurse is so com- 
petent to bend over the bed as the one 
who believes in God nnd prayer and 
the one who can ask for the divine 
blessing when sbe pours out the medi- 
cine or places the ice bag on the fe 
vered brow. A great deal of Florence 
Nightingale’s power over ber patients 
was due to the fact that she could tell 
the physically helpless and the dying 
about the Good Physician, who was 
able to cure the sufferer’s soul as well 
as his body. The Crimean soldiers had 
a better chance for getting well in this 
world when Florence Nightingale’s 
mere presence made these rough men 
stop their swearing and influenced 
many of them to turn their lips toward 
heaven with a beseeching prayer. We 
know that one of the beneficent tasks 
of a nurse is to inspire patients with 
peace of mind and of beart. There- 
fore, is not the ideal nurse doubly fitted 
for her work when she can impart to 
the sufferer’s soul a knowledge of the 
peace that passeth understanding? 

Was that nurse's practical useful- 
ness marred by ber faith in God, about 
whom Dr. Banks relates this thrilling 
incident? During one of the bloody 
battles of the civil war a wounded 
youth was carried into the field boss 
pital. He tossed upon bis cot crying 
and moaning: “Do not let me die! Ob, 
I aw afraid to die! Ob, I am afraid to 
die!” The Christian nurse walked up 
to bis aide and placed ber bands firmly 
upou bis shoulders. Then she sald: 
“Boy, if you have to die, don't be a 
coward. Die like a man!” Then, after 
abe bad quieted him a little, she sat by 
bia ade and began to tell bim of that 
Christ who was waiting to be his 
Baviour, whether be lived or died. 
After awhile tears of penitence rolled 
down the lad's cheeks, He put his 
faith in Christ. Then, with perfect 
confidence and trust in the divine for 
giveness, like a little child, he went to 
sleep in bis Saviour's arma. Do you 
not feel that a Christian nurse's prac 
tical usefulness is enhanced when, dur 
ing the convalescing bours, abe can 
talk upon the higher, the spiritual 
themes of life and send her patient 

forth from the sickroom with noble 

aspirations to do right? You know as 
well as I know that much of the sick- 
neas of this world is due to the direct 
results of sin. Therefore, is it not in 
ene rense emeential for an ideal nurse 


to be a Christian woman, so that she 
May fight against the cause as well as 


the results of many sickhesses? 
Why Nurses Should Be Christians. 
But there is another reason why the 
nurse should be a Christian woman. 
% young girl who enters thie noble 
rofession is, woraliy ond spiritually 
safe unless sbe enters it with the db 
vine arm of protection encircling ber. 
We talk about the temptations which 
confront an average actor and actress. 
Mary Anderson, once the uncrowned 
queen of the American theater, has 
warned young giris ogainst the temp 
tations. Actors like Edwin Booth 
would never allow their daughters to 
follow in their footsteps. Somo of us 
would rather see our daughters dead 
than hear that they were going upou 
the stage. But the temptations of the 
stage Lave their counterpart in the per- 
lis, more subtle and no less menacing, 
of the nurse's career. The breaking of 
the bome iiem, the silence of the sick- 
room, the evils of the hospital, the us- 
Principled lives of many physicians 


—all conspire to overthrow the 
wal life of one who may have 
ith the 

Ab, 


fSackhig ind Sverpowerlng ‘meaning; 
therefore, If you are going to énter this 
profeasion In your own strength I beg 
of you to stop before It ia too late. Bet- 
ter scrub tn the kiteben, stand behind 
the counter, be a chambermald or any- 
thing that is honorable, however hum- 
ble, rather than_attempt to be a trained 
nurse without Christ by your side. As 
a noble, Christian woman a trained 
nurse has the grandest opportunities 
for usefulness; aş one who is not âi- 
vinely protected she is in weekly and 
daily—aye, perhaps in bourly—danger 
of spiritual overthrow. 

The idea! nurse should be a brave 
woman, The battlefeld, with ita storm 
of shot and sbell, shows no greater per- 
centage of loss of life than that found 
among the trained nurses in our conta- 
gious bospitals. The soldier who 
charges the enemy’s breastworka is 
looking death in the face with no brav- 
er eye than the uniformed nurse who 
times the pulse of the smallpox patient 
or the young girl who offers to go with 
the physicians into the quarantined 
city affected with yellow fever. Then 
there are the dangers which may affect 
the patients as well as the nurse, which 
result from delirium. The other day I 
rend an account of a cuse in which the 
quick witted bravery of a nurse saved 
the life of a raving patient committed 
to her charge. Having stepped out of 
the room for a little, when she returned 
she found the patient standing by bis 
bed with a knife in his band, ready to 
cut bis thront. Lastead of screaming or 
ruuning away, she fixed her eye calmly 
upon bis as she said: “I would not cut 
my throat with such a dull knife as 
that if 1 were you. Let me bave It; I 
know where to get a sbarper one.” 
The delirious patient hesitated n mo- 
ment. Then he handed it to ber, Then 
she calmly turned and threw it out of 
the open window as sbe sald, Now go 
back to bed or else Iwill call for help to 
put you there.” Ah, that was bravery! 
That was bravery as great as Lieu- 
tenant Cushing exhibited when he tried 
to blow up the ironclad ram Albemarle 
at Plymouth, N. C., or as General Fun- 
ston exhibited when, with a handful of 
followers, he Invaded Aguinaldo's head- 
quarters and captured the chief of the 
Filipino armies. That is the kind of 
physical and moral courage which 
many nurses have to possess in order 
to fulfill the trying duties of thelr no- 
ble profession. 

Moral Courage Necessary. 

But there is another way in which 
the ideal trained nurse must prove ber 
bravery. That Js when she has the 
moral courage to refuse to work for an 
incompetent physician. Some time ago 
one of the training schools for nurses 
gave this question in an examination 
paper: “Supposing you poaltively knew 
that if you obeyed the doctor's or- 
dera to give to your patient a cer 
tain medicine that act would kill the 
patient, would you give it? Most of 
the students answered “No.” Some an- 
swered “Yes.” I myself believe that 
neither answer fully covered the duty 
in the cnse. If there should come a 
tlme—and that time will come—when a 
competent nurse knows that ber pa- 
tient is being cared for by an incompe- 
tent physician, then that nurse should 
go to that doctor and tell him plainly 
what she knows and tben and there 
refuse to work any longer under his or- 
ders. She should do as an officer in the 
United States army ought to do. As 
an officer In the army I must obey my 
commander's orders. If 1 do not, then 
I am punished, but if I know that my 
commander is a drunken Incompetent 
or is following a fatally wrong policy 
then | should bare the moral courage 
to band in my resignation or to protest 
to the higher authorities. That is ex- 
actly what certain officers in the Span- 
jab-American war did in reference to 
their orders in Cuba. When the Wasb- 
ington war department wanted to keep 
the American army in Cuba after San- 
tiago had been captured, all the gener- 
als wrote a public protest to the presi- 
dent, and that protest brought the ar- 
my home. A trained nurse has no mor- 
al richt to work under an Incompetent 
physician. By doing so she becomes a 
party to his malpractice. She should 
not disobey bis orders. Two wrongs 
never make a right. Sbe should refuse 
to work for him at all. 

The iden! nurse should be a happy 
woman. Happy! Why? Because, as 
King Solomon wrote, “A merry heart 
doeth good like a medicine.” The rip- 
pling laugh makes the croaking owls 
and the bate and the vermin, which 
lore to fy or walk of craw! about in 
the midnight gloom, dee for their lives. 
Happy! Why? Because good cheer is 
contagious as well as Infectious. The 
nurse's smile in the sickroom has the 
same curative qualities as the sun bath 


or an alcoholic ruts And yet there are 
poma nurses who go about their tasks 


with the soured visage of an undertak- 
er's assistant rather than with the ra- 
diant face of one who is trying to cheer 
up those who are pain racked and de- 
pressed. They never seem to realize 
that a true nurse's facial expression 
should be full of sunshine as well as 
her fingers’ touch gentle and true. 

But, outaide of ber duty toward the 
patient, there is another reason why 
the Ideal nurse should be happy. Her 
life is one of self sacrifice. It u a life 
which has lu it a sweet consciousness 
that. she is trying to help her fellow 
men, it is not a life of mere money 
making, as many suppose. After the 
trained nurse has taken out ber legiti- 
mate expenses she has little money to 
save. It is a life of sweet and noble 
solf sacrifice, In 1800 Mr. H. C. Fahne 
stock, a wealthy merchant, gave §100,- 
000 to endow a training school for 
nurses because be had seen two nurses 
tenderly care for his dying wife. He 
knew they were worth all the help that 
he gave; be knew that the ideal nurse 
whom such an institution would devel- 
op was a woman capable of self sacri- 
fee, a woman who trusts in him who 
sald, “He that loseth his life for my 
sake shali find it.” 

The Joy of Self Sacrifice. 

Oh, the transcendent joy of the 
Christian nurse's sacrifice for others! 
It is the sume joy that came to that 
young girl af Dr. Keigwin's church at 
Wilmington, Del. 


boia do ner uer s wit ie flesh 
was healing Lis wound, and during all 
the time, with a happy smile, she kept 
saying: “Brother is going to get well. 
Yea, my brother, because I am tying 
here, is going to get well.” Young wo- 
men who are about to enter the nurse's 
profession, if you are to become ideal 
nurses, this ia to be your joy. You 
will be happy because you will know 
that your sacrifice and devotion and 
faithfulness will save other lives. You 
will have the sweet consciousness that 
you have been able to lead a sufferer 
back from the dark valley of the shad- 
ow of death, or, if you have to close 
the eyelids of the dend, you will know 
that you have been able to place their 
hands in the saving hand of Jesus. 
Christian women about to enter the no- 
ble profession of trained nurses, I con- 
gratulate you. I give to you a gospel 
salutation. I wish you godspeed. 

I have chosen this subject of the 
“Ideal Nurse“ for two reasons: First, I 
want to remove the prejudiee which is 
harbored In many minds against hospi- 
tals and trained nurses. Some people 
think that a hospital is only an adjunct 
to a cemetery and that a trained nurse 
in a hospital is not nearly as compe- 
tent or faithful as the average mother 
caring for her sick child, The simple 
fact is many a 4ife would have been 
sayed if the patient had been sent to 
a hospital instead of being- kept at 
home under the parents’ charge. Some 
time ago I was calleđ to see a young 
girl Sick with pneumonia. The pa- 
tient Iny in a room that was damp and 
cold. The mother’s every action proved 
she was incompetent to care for the in- 
valld. I gently told her so and suggest- 
ed that she send her daughter to a hos- 
pital, where she could be properly cared 
for. She answered that that was what 
the doctor wanted her to do, but ‘she 
could not and would not let her daugh- 
ter be undar any other care but her 
own, Within a few days the young 
girl died. I officiated at the funeral. 
They had a beautiful casket and plen- 
ty of flowers, but the whole service 
seemed to me a mockery. I do not say 
that mother killed her child, but I do 
say that if she had been taken to the 
hospital and received the right kind of 
treatment the daughter might bave re- 
covered. 

Second, I bave preached this sermon 
because I want to throw wide open a 
door of usefulness for Christian wom- 
en. Nursing is essentially woman's 
work. It is as much a woman's work 
as caring for a baby is a mother’s 
work. Therefore I want to show to 
young women a field in which they can 
not only make an honorable living, but 
in which they can do an infinite amount 
of good. Sisters and daughters, Chris- 
tian girls, it is time for some of you to 
stop learning to play upon the piano 
when you have no musical talent and 
trying to paint upon china wheh you 
have no artistic talent and learn to do 
something practical in the bigher train- 
ing schools for nurses. You will there 
find a womanly vocation. You will find 
here n course of study which will fit 
you to become better wives and moth- 
ers if the fragrance of tbe orange blos- 
soms should ever woo you to the mar 
riage altar. 

May God bless today the memory of 
Florence Nightingale! And may the 
bandage and the nurse's cool band upon 
the fevered brow ever be accompanied 
by the earnest Christian prayer of the 
den! nurse.

Examination for Clerk and Carrier. 

The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission announces that on May 2, 1008 
an examination will be held tor the 
positions of clerk and carrier in the 
Post Office Service in this city. 

This examination offers an excellent 
opportunity for entering the Federal 
service to bright, energetic young per- 
sons who are not efraid of hard work,
